COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Retainer Pay and Enrollment. 

If an enrolled member of the N.R.F. is on active duty 
under call, as provided by the act of Aug. 29, 1916, in 
time of war or national emergency on the date of ex- 
piration of enrollment, “the Navy Department may re- 
lieve him from active duty, but unless so relieved he 
must continue to serve by reason of the contract of en- 
rollment.” This decision is made by the Comptroller in 
replying to an inquiry made by the Navy Allotment 
Office as to whether a lieutenant commander of the N. 
R.F. should be paid his retainer pay in an interval be- 
tween the time his enrollment expired and the time of his 
re-enrollment, the officer having been continued on active 
duty during the interval. The Comptroller states that 
the officer is not entitled to retainer pay in the irterval 
for the reason that his contract obligates him to serve 
“in time of war during the existence of a national emer- 
gency, declared by the President,” and “is not limited 
by the period of four years of enrollment.” 

Holding Higher Command Illegally. 

In affirming a disallowance by the Auditor of a claim 
of a former officer of the emergency Army for additional 
pay and allowahces for having commanded semperrey 
two companies of an Infantry regiment of the A.E.F. 





France, the Comptroller states that “during the uniied 
in question officers senior to you were present in these 
particular companies.” Since “it follows that under the 
119th Article of War the higher command was exercised 
illegally” the claimant is not entitled to the additional 
pay and allowances sought. 


Company Property in Texas Storms. 


There is no law authorizing reimbursement for the 
loss of private property belonging to an organization in 
the Army in such an instance as the hurricane at Texas 
City in August, 1915. This decision is. made in disal- 
lowing the claim of a former lientenant of Co. F, 27th 
infantry, U.S.A., for the value of a pool table, a library, 
baseball, uniforms, etc., that were the common property 
of the company and which were lost in that storm. 


Privileges of N.R.F’. Medical Officers. 


Physicians who are members of the N.R.F. not actively 
employed in the Navy are not United States medical olli- 
cers within the meaning of Sec. 9 of the act of Sept. 7 
1916, and may be reimbursed for such medical services 
as they may render to employees of the United States 
who are entitled to treatment under the provision of the 
above act. The language of the act of Sept. 7, 1916, the 
Comptroller states, “shows the intent of Congress that 
he members of the Naval Reserve Force are not to be 
barred from civilian employment by the United States.”

No Commutation of Quarters in Hospital. 

_ In order for an officer to acquire a right to commuta 
tion of quarters he must be on duty at a place where hy 
is not furnished quarters in kind because there are non¢ 
available for his accommodation, the Comptroller de 


cides; and an officer detached from duty and undergoing 


treatment in a Government hospital with a right to be 
furnished quarters in kind is not on duty at the hospital 
within the meaning of the statute, nor has he constructiv« 
duty elsewhere, and is therefore not entitled to commu 
tation.

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NAVAL WAR COLLEGE GRADUATION. 
Addresses by Admirals Sims and Plunkett. 





The graduation exercises of the class of June, 1919, at 
the Naval War College, Newport, R.I., took place on 
the afternoon of May 24 with thirty Navy, Marine Corps 
and Army officers graduating. Rear Admiral W. 8S 
Sims, U.S.N., president of the War College, made a for 
mal address to the student-officers and Rear Admiral L. 
II. Chandler delivered a reply on behalf of the class 
Rear Admiral C. P. Plunkett, who is on duty at New 
port, attended the ceremonies, sitting with the class as a 
guest, and when Admiral Sims discovered him Admiral 
Tlunkett was asked to address the graduates, which he 
did briefly. 

Admiral Sims began his formal address by apologizing 
to the graduating class and to members of the staff “be 


cause of the many unavoidable absences from the college 


and the time-consuming occupations which have pre- 
vented my enjoying the more intimate association which 
I earnestly desired when I assumed my duties as presi- 
dent one year ago.” The class now graduated, he said, 
was “not only the largest but in some respects the most 
distinguished,” that had ever taken the course. He 
asked them to consider themselves “hard-headed, practi 
cal men,” who had been engaged for a year, not in purely 
academic speculations upon the theory of warfare, but 
in working out the best methods of increasing the fight 
ing value of the Navy.” 

Discussing the “doctrine” of making a fleet of power 
ful vessels “at least as efficient as that of our possibl 
enemies” through officers trained in strategy, tactics and 
administration, he mentioned his own command of the 
Atlantic destroyer flotilla, back in 1913, and the meth- 
ods of attack then worked out, which he later used in 
European waters. 

“The first forces to arrive in Europe,” he said, “were 
thirty-five destroyers based on Queenstown. These were 
retained under my personal command for reasons that 
need not be specified here. ‘They were required to us¢ 
the flotilla doctrine just described, insofar as it applied, 
and the night-search methods proved of great value in 
making contact upon inbound convoys. Upon no occa- 
sion did these destroyer escorts fail to meet and assem- 
ble upon their designated convoys at the appointed ren- 
dezvous, though there were not a few instances of fail- 
ure in other forces. But the principal benefit derived 
from their previous training was in the confidence it 
gave them in their ability to formulate a doctrine to 
govern operations under the novel conditions of the anti- 
submarine campaign.” 

Incredible as it may seem, said the Admiral, there 
were instances of War College graduates who expressed 
the opinion that matters of doctrine, principles of organi 
zation and the like were “only War College stuff’ and 
of no use in war. “I am aware that it may appear to 
some of you that I am a bit ‘hipped’ upon this subject,” 
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he added, “and that the Service opinion of the college is 
yore satisfactory than I believe it to be. But I can as- 
sure you that extended experience, especially in the late 
war, has shown me that continuous effort in convincing 
the Service of the usefulness of the college is now, and 
will for some time continue to be necessary, at least until 
such time as it is possible to assign War College gradu- 
ites to all important commands, both ashore and afloat. 

“Though a failure to establish a sound organization 
and particularly a failure to develop and apply doctrine 
in war must necessarily result in a degree of inefficiency 
corresponding roughly to the importance of the command, 
there are other causes of inefficiency that are very sharply 
»rought out when forces are operating under war condi- 
tions. They are of a more personal kind, as they con- 
cern defects in military character and misunderstanding 
of the related subject of the psychology of war. 

“Let me state here, very specifically, that I am only 
pointing out a few sad cases and their effect upon effi- 
ciency in war, and that I am not criticizing the etticiency 
of the personnel of the Navy. Barring a very few such 
cases, our Navy personnel not only responded to all re- 
quirements but exceeded our most sanguine expectations 
in the endurance, zeal and loyal initiative they displayed, 
and this applies not only to the forces in the war zone, 
but to the Navy in general, and particualrly to the very 
intelligent and skiliful handling of the transport services 
in effective co-operation with the forces abroad. 

Influence Officers May Ezert. 

“But in addition to this, let me invite your attention 
to another opportunity, and that is to explain to your 
vilicers the great influence which it is in their power to 
exert, for good or for evil, upon the essential support 
which the military forces shall receive from the civil 
population. This is a matter which concerns the peo- 
ple’s eonfidence or lack of confidence in their military 
leaders. Much of this influence is exerted through the 
unofficial opinions expressed by officers to their civilian 
acquaintances and by the reflection of these opinions in 
the press. 

“That these opinions had a marked influence upon the 
conduct of the late war there can be no doubt, nor can 
there be any doubt that this influence was detrimental. 
As a matter of fact, it could hardly have been otherwise, 
because the great mass of such opinions must necessarily 
have been based upon incomplete information and much 
even of this information was necessarily erroneous. I 
believe that few people know the extent to which public 
opinion was formed in this manner or the extent to 
which such necessarily erroneous opinions actually in- 
ttuenced even many of the most important Government 
officials, both in our country and in Allied countries. I 
have in my possession many letters upon this subject. 

Danger of Uninformed Opinions. 

“If it would be proper for me to quote these letters I 
venture to say that there would remain in your minds 
no doubt as to the danger of such uninformed opinions. 
Without exception they showed an ignorance of the con- 
ditions governing the naval campaign, which was not ex- 
cusable in some cases, though perfectly natural in others. 
Practically all of the criticisms and recommendations 
were those of naval officers or were based upon the opin- 
ions of naval officers. This was not confined to our own 
country, but was equally true of Allied officers. Per- 
haps the most numerous and insistent of the critics 
pointed out the crass stupidity of hunting and fighting 
enemy submarines in the open sea, rather than capturing 
and destroying their bases or blocking their egress there- 
from. But to me the most disquieting feature of the 
matter was the number of letters received from dis- 
tressed civilians stating that such and such a naval offi- 
cer had told them of the various fatal mistakes that were 
being made in the conduct of the war. 

“These letters were but an indication of the many 
thousands of equally distressed citizens who did not write, 
but passed on to others these opinions, which eventually 
appeared in the press to influence all those who were not 
accustomed to thinking for themselves—that is to say, 
the great majority. ‘The result was almost wholly erro- 
neous information upon this whole subject, and one re- 
grettable result was the paying of many millions of in- 
surance against losses at sea, bombardments of coast 
cities, and even bombing of inland cities. One poor 
mother of a boy serving in the destroyer forces abroad 
wrote a tearful letter imploring me not to let her be- 
loved son starve to death. She had been informed that 
the food supply was failing.” 

“Tf,” said Admiral Sims in concluding his address, “we 
can convince the great body of our officers that that is 
the logical and necessary line of conduct to adopt under 
war conditions, I can assure you that it will greatly in- 
crease the morale of our personnel, not to mention 
greatly diminish the anxiety of those who are charged 
with the responsibility for the successful operation of 
our forces.” 

In the course of his brief speech Admiral Plunkett 
said: “The Navy has not only been demobilized, but I 
am convinced it has almost become demoralized. It is 
not a thing to be played with and it cannot be juggled. 
We have got to rebuild it. The principles as expressed 
by Admiral Sims must be accepted, and the sooner they 
are accepted the better off the Navy will be. There must 
be a perfect junction between the Naval War College 
and the fleet, and I would urge that all officers who are 
destined for high command be sent to the War College, 
not once but twice.”

THE WRECK OF A MILITARY POLICY. ° 

The importance with which the Senate regarded the 
National Guard ‘provisions in its Army Reorganization 
L') was completely demonstrated on May 20 When Sen- 
ctor Wadsworth, in liis explanation. of the. conferees! re- 
port on ‘the disagreeing votes, stated that “the Senate 
coufereves . offered to throw the Senate bill out 
of the window_as a piece of Icgislation” if the House 
conferecs would agree to the Senate's -propesed -p.an for 
National Guard fegislation. ~ And the more striking ‘tm- 
pression left by Senator Wadsworth’'s statement. is that 
the Senate Army Reorganization measure never, could 
have been all that was claimed for it. by its writers and 
advocates if all of its provisions ¢ould be “thrown out 
of the windew” in. an effort to saye one, that for the 
Nationa! Guard. Senator Wadsworth's statement to 
his colleagues is so rich fm revelation of what that body's 
representatives in the conference were willing to sacri- 
fice that we give it here practically in full. If the Sen- 
ate bill was worth no more to it than its National Guard 
provisions, the Seiidfe may be charged wiflian extraor- 
dinary waste of time im not acknowledging .this in the 
beginning..by leaving the House Army Reorganization 
bill intact with the exception of substituting for. the 
House Nationa) Guard provisiés those now so earnestly 
desired by one element in the Senate. Every high- 
sounding pretension made as to the merits of the Senate 
bill being the basis of a real military pbdlicy for the 
Vuited States is swept away by Senator Wadsworth's 
statement, which reads: . 

“The conferees have reached a tentative agreement, for 


example, relating te the functions of -the General ‘#taff : 


and the eligibility of officers for service upon the Gen- 
eral Staff. The conferées have likewise reached a tenta- 
live agreement on the single list for promotion im thé 
Regular Army. Also upon the classification and climina- 
tion of Regular Army officers in their respective grades. 
Also to the term’ of enlistment for the enlisted men of 


the Regular Army and their pay in all the grades of the ~ 


enlisted personel. Also upon the method of filling va- 
cancies.in the commissioned personnel of the Regular 
Army; for example, those provisions of the legislation 
which provide that at least fifty per cent. of the vacan- 
cies created by the act shall “be filled by the appointment 
into the Regular Army of emergency officers who saw 
service during the recent war. ‘The medical service of 
the Army, including the Medical Corps, the Dental Corps 
and tlie Veterinary Corps and the Medical Administra- 
tion Corps has also heen tentatively agreed upon? “The 
treatment of chaplains has been tentatively agreed upon, 
and other smaller matters haye been agreed upon in the 
conference. 

“The question then aroSé¢ as fo whether’ or fot that 
feature of the Army bill as passed by’ the*Senate which 
attempts to establish one Army for the United States, 
organized under the Army” clause of the Constitution.

much discussion the Senate conferees finally agreed to 
permit the several states of the Union to decide for 
themselves whether the National Guard of those states

‘Ten months’ work on Army hearings and legislative 
proceedings are, thrown away in this statement. That 
through this bill we were to have a sound military, policy 
for the United States at last ig refuted by this state- 
ment. ‘The “reorganization of the Regular Army” was 
to be completed “as the House conferces chose,” accord- 
ing to this statement, although it has been maintaincd 
from the first by the advocates of the Senate measure 
that the only possible way we could have a true reor- 
ganization of the Army .was. through this bill now aban- 
doncd. Moreover, the Senate conferees offered to allow 
the House to legislate as it pleascd on the questions of 
the Quartermaster Corps, the Construction and Trans- 
portation Divisions, the size. of the Army, and-the dis- 
tribution of the Army personnel. If, in this recapitula- 
tion, there was anything omitted it would appear ‘hat 
the Senate was prepared to remedy the oversight and 
throw that “out of the window” with the rest of its pro- 
posed legislation. Never was a great measure, surely 
never a great military bill as this was described to be. 


thrown ewer by its, friends ig Congress so completely to _ 


the end that one of its provisions might be saved. Since 
these“Nattonal’ Guard provisions present two forms -~of 
organization and two forms of oath, thas making for 
still further confusion in the administration of the Na- 
tional Guard, it is pertinent to inquire as to what influ- 
ence is at york tending to force' the passage of such pat- 
cently ill-advised legislation. _ 

Senator Wadsworth made no scruple as to pointing 
his finger at one clement that was opposed to the Sen- 
ate’s Guard provisions. We said: “There is a certain 
group of adjatants, general of the several states who are 

1 so tenacious of their prerogatives in commanding the 


‘ Guard in their respective states that they are not even 


willing to let. the. legislatures of their states decide 
whether the Guard should be organized under the Army 
clause or remain under the militia clause. Through the 
influence of those adjutants general, who to my positive 
knowledge for five or six years have been the principal 
stumbling block placed in the path.of progressive, sane. 
national military legislation through the influence of 
those adjutants general it has become exceedingly diffi- 
cult for the Congress to enact Jaws enabling the citizen 
soldiers of the Republic to organize and train themselves 
on a uniform, sound military basis, and thus fit them- 
selves defend theit country in time of war.” 

He also stated that the Guard provisions “came from 
the American Legion,” which he later qualified by say- 
ing that “the suggestions came from citizen officers and a 
majority of the committec of the American Legion . 
was composed of National.Guard officers.” _ So it is fair 
to assume that- this-element in the Guard would favor 
its own provisions. Senator McKellar chose to be mys- 
terious in his implications, for he said on this topic of 
the influence behind the Guard provisions: “I am not 
going inty. personalities and talk about the adjutants 
general of the various states and their influence upon 


legislation. There is no Senator in this body who does - 


not know that, when it,comes to inflacncing legislation, 
the adjutants general of -the various states. are pigmies - 
in comparison with the other interests that have been 
influencing this legislation.” , 

In the House on the previous day, during a discussion 
of the conferee’s report on the Reorganization bill, Mr. 
Anthony was explicit in naming the source of favoritism 
for the Guard provisions. He said: “There is just one 
state that I know of that-wants to impose this handicap 
upon” the National Guard of the United States.’ The 
state of New York is asking for this right to organize 
under the Army clause. All the pressure and all the de. 
mand for the legislation comes from the National Guard 
of that state, and it is not unanimous there.” Mr. Cald- 
well also touched on this point of influence behind the 
Guard provisions when, in replying to a speech made by 
Mr. Sisson, he said: 

“It has been charged by the gentleman from Missis- 
sippi [Mr. Sisson] that this bill origipated with the Gen- 
eral Staff of the U.S..Army. It so happens that I hail 
from the great state of New Yor’, and it also happens 
that in the great state of New York during the World 
War we had a great division, known as the 27th Divi- 
sion, composed from National Guard organizations. 
When that division went across the seas they acquitted 
themselves with honor and with credit to the great 
state they represented, and they were under Major Gen... 
John _F. O’Ryan, of the National Guard of New York, 
and recommissioned as such in the U.S. Army. for the 
purposes of the war upon -the draft of the National 
Goaard. When he returned he started this bill on the 
way through the Congress of the United States, and it 
was Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan who.was;here lobbying 
in behalf of this bill. I do not know of any* member of 
the General Staff who has ever advocated it until Major 
General O’Ryan had taken it xp.”

In this period of uncertainty as to ths iutur- of the 
Army a3 it is-affected by legislation. widty wew | od ug 
éommissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps ar: showing 
through correspondence with the War Departay at and in 
questions asked of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, an anx- 
iety to know just what their status is now and is Lkely 
to be in the mear future. The War Departwent is 
now working out plans which, if their adopt on be per- 


* mitted, will undonbtedly meet the approval of thy meu 


vers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps and extend th» broud- 


est opportunities for every man holding a Reserve com- 
mission. The main desire of the War Depariment is 
that im this period of uncertainty tne Rescrve officers 
keep in touch with the Regular Establishment in every 
way possible. Assurance of the War D-partment's in- 
ierest ‘in the Reserve officers has recently come from Gen. 
Peyton C. March, Chief ef Staff, who has «dressed te 
nll associations of Army officcrs a letter, in. part as fol- 
lows: 


“During the- process of demobilization the strength of 
the newly built Officers’ Reserve Corps has reached ap- 
jproximately 75,000 offieers of all grades avd arms. ‘These 
ollicers are a valuable asset to the Military. Mstablish- 
ment and the stimulation of their interest .in military 
matters, including such instruction as it is practicable 
tu give them, is "desired by the War Department. I’end- 
ing the enactment and earrying into effect of legislation 
for the reorganization of the Army it is impracticable 
for the War Department to announce details relative to 
ihe organization: and instruction of- the Reserve Corps 
,and the obligations, privileges and prometion of its mem- 
Lers. In the meantime it is suggested that Reserve ofli- 
cers be given such information and instruction as is pos- 
sible through the various Service publications. 

“There are now- in existence or in the process.of for- 
mation associations of officers of various arms of the Ser- 
vice.“ It is understood that Reserve officers are eligible 
The 
latter offer an existing and effective means of furthering 
close affiliation ef Regular and Reserve officers and, of 
furnishing i-struetive and informative matter ¢o the 
Neserve. Established Service asseciations .can . probably 
provide for occasional semi-social local gatherings of 
Regular and Reserve officers, which gatherings will serve 
to bring about acquaintance and b-ttcr understanding 
Th: department has noted your ef- 
forts to encourage Reserve officers t) become members of 
the .. association and trus :. that such efforts will 
steps taken by you to 
further the morale and imstruction of Reserve officers.” 


While it is regrettable that the adoption of an ade- 
quate military policy is still a matter of conjecture, the 
officers commissioned in the Reserve Corps nevertheless 


‘may feel assured that their interests are of very great 


concern: to-the War Department and that everything is 
being done that can be dene in the interim to perfect the 


/ most extensive and attractive plans for ‘thé Reserve Corps 


which. will be put into action as soon as is possible after 
an Army reorganization bill is passed.

Navy's ExpaANsion Durine rHe War. 

During his testimo: last week at the ingudiry inte 
the Navy’s conduct of the war, Secretary. Dnyielg de- 
clared that under expansion made possible by the act of 
Aug. 9, 1916, the U.S. Navy had expaiided its personne) 
until when the armistice was signed the Navy contained 
217,276 Regulars and 271,571 Reserve enlisted men; total 
488,847 men; and 10,489 Regular officers and 20,705 Re 
serve officers, tota] 31,194 officers; total officers and men 
520,041. The British nayy, much Jarger than ours, in 
fighting ships, and engaged longer in the war, was on 
Nov. 11, 1918, composed of 36,243 officers and 378,919 
men, total _ 415,162. “There never was a minute from 
April 6, 1917, to Nov. 11, 1918, whem a ship was ready 
to sail that the officers and men were not ready te man 
the ship,” Mr. Daniels said. “The necessity ‘of furnish- 
ing 19,652 men as armed guards on merchant ships ‘bad 
not been fereseen, and yet that extra dangerous service, 
begun before we entered the war, was performed by 
naval personnel in a way that testified to the resource 
of the Navy to meet any demiad made upon it.” On 
July 1, 1918, Mr. Daniels said, upon his recommendation 
Congress authorized as the permanent strength of the 
Navy 137,835, and the temporary strength 229,485 
and incredsed the temporary strength of the Marine 
Corps to 75,000. At this time (July 1, 1918); we had 
206,950 Regulars in the Navy, and the numbér incredstd 
to the waximum number of 218,457 on Oct. 1, 1918... In 
addition to the Regulars on that date the number of 
Reserves was 264,342, making a total of 482,799 en- 
listed and énroiled men in the Navy, exclusive of. officers 
and men, and officers in the Marine Corpe. If they are 
included the Navy in October, 1918, was composed of 
over 600,000 men. 
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Covers-Martiat For ForMer OFrricers. 

The War Department authorizes publication of the fol- 
lowing from the office of the Chief of Staff: That Army 
ficcrs separated from the military service, who are 
charged with offenses committed while in the Service, be 
liable to arrest, sentence and trial, is the reeommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of War to Congress. The Secre- 
tary of War has brought to the attention of the chair- 
nen, Senate and Housc Military Affairs Committees, a 
s'tuation which has frequently arisen with respect to 
officers who have been discharged from the military ser- 
vice or dropped from the rolls pursuant to Section 1199, 
I.S.. or the 118th Article of War, and who, it has been 
later d'scovered, have committed offenses for which they 
hould be brought to trial by court-martial, notwithstand- 
ng they have been separated from the Service. He has 
recommended the amendment of the 94th Article of War. 
as it appears in the bill H.R. 12775, now in confer- 
ence, or in H.R. 13942, now being considered by the 
Senate Military Committee, by adding at the end thereof 
the following: “And if any officer, being guilty, while in 
the military service of the United States, of embezzle- 
ment of ration savings, post exchange, company, or other 
ke funds, or of embezzlement of money or other prop- 
erty entrusted to his charge by an cnlisted man or men, 
receives his discharge or is dismissed, or is dropped from 
the rolls, he shall continue to be liable to be arrested and 
held for trial and sentence by a court-martial in the 
same manner and to the same extent as if he had not 
been so discharged, dismissed, or dronped from the rolls. 
The Secretary of War has directed that hereafter officers 
will not be dropped from the rolls until a complete in- 
vevtigation has been made to determine whether they 
should be brought to trial by court-martial for any of- 
fenses committed in violation of the Articles of War.

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To ExteND Crepit TO ARMY ENLISTED MEN. 
Recognizing that the cost of living as applied to Army 
pay and allowances constitutes one of the most serious 
problems confronting the Service, the War Department 
has decided to authorize an experiment in allowing the 
sales of subsistence stores on credit to enlisted men. In 
the endeavor to ameliorate to some extent the serious 
condition, particularly with reference to the married sol- 
dier, the commanding generals of Camp Travis, Funston, 
Gorden and Fort Sam Houston, and the commanding 
officers of Forts Bu Pont and Benjamin Harrison have 
been instructed to put in effect a system whereby en- 
listed men at those stations may purchase on credit, for 
their personal use and the use of their immediate fam- 
ilies, such commodities as are carried in subsistence 
stores. The amount drawn is to be deducted from the 
pay of the soldier at the end of each month. This plan 
will be put into effect the day after the May- inventory of 
subsistence stores and will be given a thorough trial for 
a period of two months, when the War Department may 
announce the extension of the credit system to all camps, 
posts and stations of the Army in the United States. 
Reports on the success or failure of the operation will 
be submitted to the War Department not later than Ang. 
15. The collection of each soldier’s indebtedness will be 
in accordance with Paragraph 1249, Army Regulations. 
The method of conducting the plan is left to the discre- 
tion of commanding officers. The soldier who avails 
himself of this credit system must have a good record 
and the amount of goods to which purchases are limited 
will not exceed two-thirds of his regular monthly pay. 
Every effort is to be made to conduct the plan without 
hire of additional civilian help or extra details of en 
listed men. 
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RecevirinG FOR THE FIELD ARTILLERY. 

In the five months, Nov. 30, 1919, to April 30, 1920, 
the strength of the Field Artillery regiments was in- 
creased from 7.366 to 12,000. Only the Ist Regiment, 
stationed at Fort Sill, showed a decrease in strength, 
dropping from 609 to 481. The 5th Regiment at Camp 
Zachary Taylor stood first in gain, showing an in- 
crease from 232 to 987. Increased effort is being made 
during the coming three months, for 2,067 one-year en- 
listments will expire during June, July and August. 
rom May 1 to April 30 next 9,299 one-year enlistments 
in the Field Artillery will expire. All reports from Field 
Artillery recruiting representatives indicate there has 
been the best of co-operation between them and the gen- 
eral recruiting service. The men obtained by the allo- 
cated Field Artillery representatives increase the per- 
sonnel of their regiments, thereby raising the morale in 
proportion. In the recent recruiting campaign the re 
cruiting districts that stood highest had the livest Field 
Artillery parties, and this evidence of co-operation was 
gratifying to the Chief of Field Artillery. During the 
tive months to April 30 the percentage of all Army en 
listments was 16.2, while that of the Field Artillery was 
51.6. The best week was that ending March 19 with a 
ca'n of 930 enlistments. This was an average of 132.9 
a battery a day, and it totaled 33.6 per cent. of all en- 
listments for that week.

NAVY'S CONDUCT OF THE WAR INQUIRY. 
Cross-Eramination of Secretary Daniels Begun. 


The inquiry of the Navy Department administration 
during the war by a sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee om Naval Affairs began to approach its termina- 
tion on May 21, Secretary of the Navy Daniels had his 
opening cross-examination on that date. Chairman 
Hale, of the sub-committee, stated it was his purpose to 
conclude the inquiry before the end of May. Following an 
all day session May 21 and in response to the repeated 
requests, made by Mr. Hale, the Secretary stated that 


after a conference with Admiral Badger, chairman of 
the General Board, all war plans of the Navy Depart- 
ment and of the General Board would be placed before 
the committee in executive session. In this connection 
the Secretary stated that “these plans have been drawn 
for the purpose of meeting any possible enemy.” It 
would be against public policy and contrary to friendly 
international relations, he said, to make the plans publie 
in any form. 

Mr. Hale in his contention that the department lacked 
war plans referred frequently to the testimony of Cap- 
tains Palmer and Laning, stating that these officers 
had said plans were lacking. On the other hand, Mr, 
Danicls read from the voluminous statements and testi- 
mony of Admiral Badger, Admiral Kean and Captain 
Pratt, declaring that these officers testified war plans 
existed in the department. 

“We plan always in the department for any possible 
crisis, ready for war and ready to defend American 
rights and policies,” the Secretary said, adding that the 
duty of the Navy is to carry out the deerees of Con- 
gress and the Commander-in-Chief. He stressed that 
he was always responsible for the Navy. 

“Is it proper to criticize you?” asked Mr. Hale. 

“Yes, Mr. Chairman,” replied the Secretary, “it is 
proper to criticize me when the criticisms are proper.” 

Mr. Hale injected the inquiry if the Secretary “shook 
his skirts of respoxsibility,” adding: “I mean not to be 
offensive.” The Secretary politely said he did not care 
to answer questions framed in this language or meaning. 

Concerning Admiral Sims's letter, Mr. Hale endeav- 
ored to show that the letter was not one of malicious 
charges against the Navy, but that it as connected 
with “certain lessons of the World War.” He suggested 
that Admiral Sims was only doing his duty in bringing 
to the department's attention crrors committed during 
the war... This letter -was not directed against the offi- 
cers and men of the Navy, declared the chairman. 

Secretary Daniels contended that Admiral Sims in his 
cross-examination had inferred that “Admiral Benson 
had lacked the ‘will to victory.. When you charge the 
Chief of Operations had ‘not the will to victory’ this is 
a grave crime,” added Mr. Daniels. As far as the long 
discussion of plans is concerned, he said, there is a “great 
deal of bunk about it,” adding that “you must have plans 
that are progressive in order to meet the changing con- 
ditions of war.” Secretavy Daniels time and again em- 
phasized the existence of war plans. Mr. Hale, how- 
ever, said that thus far he had been unable to see them. 
Mr. Daniels read from the testimony of previous wit- 
nesses to indicate that every possible plan for emei 
gencics had been drawn up. A recess was taken unti} 
May 24 when the eross-examination of Mr. Daniels wa? 
resumed. 

Chronological Record of War Plans. 


Secretary Daniels gave specific instructions in 1915 tu 
the General Board to draw up plans for war against the 
Central European Powers, he informed the sub-commit- 
tee on May 24 in compliance with Geairman Hale's re 
quest for a chronological report on nawe! war plans. De 
claring that he directed the board what plans were to b 
formulated, Secretary Danicls said tha: from the time 
when Germany became involved in the Serbian affai: 
early in 1914, the General Board had begun the prepara 
tion of war plans. In 1916 the Genera! Board reported 
by letter, he said, and this report conteimed the “Black 
Plan” for war with Germany. In addit‘.a, there were 
plans for mobilization, organization, comsestad, strategy, 
base and advanced base. logistics and general logis 
tics. On Feb. 1 and 4, 1917, the board reporced compote 
war plans for operations against Germany and in the 
main the plans were based on the “Black 2&n." Con 
cerning the protection of American ports te submitted 
a late press report to the effect that the Germacs econtem- 
plated attacking the port of New York. 

In reviewing at considerable length the many plans 
and details the Secretary commented on the American 
preparations fer the convoy. whereupon Chairman Hak 
interposed, stating that “this was a British plas.” The 
Secretary took exception, declaring that “the record of 
performance is the best record on earth.” He main 
tained that America determined largely the convoy sys- 
tem. On Feb. 17, 1917, continued the Secretary, the Gen- 
eral Board forwarded to the Office of Chief of Opera- 
tions an amplification of the “Black Plan.” Following 
the death of Capt. V. O. Chase, Assistant Chief of Op- 
erations, both Admiral Badger and Captain Pratt made 
diligent search for this “amplified report,” Mr. Daniels 
said, but even to this date no one has found it. “This 
was lost,” he said. Continuing, the Secretary empha 
sized that war plans were constantly placed in a pro 
gressive stage and he referred to dates in 1917 of Feb. 1. 
4, 17, March 17, 20, April 5 and April 11, when further 
plans and -preparations were discussed and formulated. 
On April 5 and 11, he said, Admirals Benson, Mayo, 
Wilson, the Secretary, Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, the 
French and British admirals and other high officers for- 
mulated co-operative plans. “As I look back I marvel at 
the precision and foresight of the General Board and its 
war plans,” he said. 

Chairman Hale said that he had nothing to say against 
the General Board's plan, but “that the department did 
not use them.” The department did use them, declared 
the Secretary. adding: “I have given yeu the facts, not 
opinions.” Further, he said: “I have shown you by 
records and by data that we had done everything hu- 
manly possible before the declaration uf war. Surely 
you would not want the Secretary of the Navy to send 
a ship out to attack before Congress had declared war?’ 

Chairman Hale engaged the Secretary in an animated 
colloguy concerning war plans, the Seeretary maintain 
ing that the department bad adequate war plans and 
that he had submitted substantial data ¢r tae committee 
Realizing that nearly an hour had heer ased in debate 
between the Chairman and the Secretusy. Jonttor Tram 
melt injected himself into the breach to stipyait the Sec 
retary’s contention.. “I think the best way to settle this 
eontroversy,” he said, “is for the Sveretary to stick to 
the war plans and the chairman can hold his own opin 
ion. The chairman has said several times that we had 
no plans; but IT think we can have our opinion atse. ‘Thy 
reread shows that there were war plans.” 

Servretary Daniels also reminded the chairman that th 
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‘2ea% Board will submit in executive session a com- 
Piete diseussion of the “Black Plan” and also us for 
war in the Atlantic, -Pacific aud Caribbean. r. Hale 
propounded a hypothetical question to the Secretary 
whether it weuld have been “bypothetically” le te 
have war plans drawn in 1916 for co-operative opera- 
tions with the Allies, Secretary Daniels commented on 
the hypothetical nature of the question and Mr. Hale 
suggested that the Secretary answer “yes or no.” The 
Secretary declared: “I never answer yes or no to a 
question of this character. You have the right to ask me 
questions, but you can't tell me to say yes or no to a 
question.” Mr. Hale stated that the committee sought 
information. Mr. Daniels said he was exceedingly de- 
sirous of giving this information. in Mr. Hale sug- 
gested the answer be given either affirmatively or nega- 
tively. “You cannot tell me how to answer nor can I 
tell you what to ask,” replied the Secretary, “I am under 
oath; I am the Secretary of the Navy and I have a 
duty to perform, and I prefer not to be toid how to ar- 
Swer questions.” Senator Trammell again intervened on 
the Secretary's behalf. “From the time Austria had the 
Serbian trouble,” said the Secretary, “the General Board 
began the study of plans.” 
Another Dispute Over Procedure. 

At the opening of the afternoon session on May 24 
Chairman. Hale and Seeretary Daniels engaged in an- 
other long debate concerning war plans, the Secretary 
contending that when the Ganseel Board submits in 
exccutive session the “Black Plan” Mr. Hale will be

SECRETARY BAKER REPLIES TO DR. ELIOT, 
Secretary of War Baker in a letter to Representative 


‘Kahn, chairman of the House Committee on Military 


Affairs, made reply to the criticisms of the U.S. Military 
Academy attributed to Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard University. This was in response 
to the resolution introduced by Representative Britten 
on May 13 asking information on the subject. Mr. 
Baker's letter, which was dated May 17, 1920, was pre- 
sented to the House by Mr. Kahn on May 21 and was 
printed in the Congressional Record. 

“The statements attributed +o President Eliot seem 
quite definite,” Mr. Baker wrote, “and I beg leave to re- 
cite the criticisms with certain corrective data and com- 
ments. Needless to say, the Military Academy at West 
Point is an institution of supreme national importance. 


If these criticisms or any other serious reflection upou 
its efficiency can be sustained, it is the joint duty of the 
Congress and the Secretary of War patiently and thar- 
oughly to bring about all changes necessary to adapt the 
institution to its high public purpose.” 

West Point a Cross Section of the Country. 

Mr. Baker then takes up separately the criticisms at- 
tributed to Dr. Eliot; first, that “no American school or 
college intended for youths between eighteen and twenty 
years of age should accept such ill-prepared material as 
West Point accepts.” In reply Mr. Baker outlines the 
system of admission to West Point under appointment 
by Senators and members of the House; and appoint- 
ments at large at the disposal of the President, which for 
many years have been given to the sons of lar Army 
and Navy officers for the reason that such boys have no 
fixed residence. Senators and Representatives, he notes, 
have a long time relied chiefly upon competitive exam- 
inations in choosing appointees. “The result,” Mr. Baker 
says, “is that the candidates presenting themselves for 
admission to West Point are a cross section of the cdu- 
cated youth of the country; not, it is true, of any one 
district or section in which the educational facilities may 
be deemed especially excellent, but of the entire country ; 
not often the sons of the rich, whose opportunities for 
special training are peculiar, but rather the talented sons 
of people of moderate circumstances, to whom cducation 
at the expense of the Government is an opportunity not 
otherwise obtainable, and to whom the rewards of Army 
service, though modest, are acceptable. 

“For more than thirty years I have been observing 
appointments to West Point. I have never known a 
school in which a dull boy was even permitted to try for 
the academy. On the contrary, in every school with 
which I have apy acquaintance, unusually talented boys 
are selected.” 

Congressmen, Mr. Baker adds, are loath to appoint 
boys who may fail, both for the sake of the boys and 
for the good name of the educational facilities of their 
districts, in which they and their constituents have a 
deep interest. The candidates are appointed to the acad- 
emy only upon satisfactory evidence of graduation from 
high scheol or secondary school, or attendance at a col- 
lege or university, or by passing the entrance examina- 
tions under Army supervision, or upon certificate of ex- 
amination by the College Entrance Examining Board. 
Requirements are rigidly enforced by an academic board, 
independent of political control, which even the Secre- 
tary of War may not overrule. From 1838 to 1915 the 
total number of candidates for admission to West Point 
has been 17,919. Of these 8,352 have been admitted. Of 
the residue 4,200 were rejected by the Academic Board : 
2.746 failed to report; 921 were rejected by the medical 
board: 573 by joint action of the academic and medical 
boards; 688 passed, for whom no vacancies existed; 198 
failed to complete examination; 188 declined appoint- 
ments after examination, and 53 appointments were 
canceled, 

“It thus appears,” Mr. Baker says, “that the process 
of selection is countrywide; that the requirements, from 
a purely academic standpoint, are adequately high, and 
that the standards are rigidiy enforced. . . : ‘ak- 
ing American secondary education as it is, for rich and 
poor, in the city and in the country, East and West. 1 
am persuaded that no college drawing its students from 
a wide geographical area compares with West Point in 
the quality of the material which it receives, and if more 
upiferm excellence could be objained by sectional or class 
selection, surely the exchange would be a bad one for ibe 
national constituency which the academy has always had.” 

In reply to Dr. Eliot's eriticism that “No school or 
eollege should have a completely preseribed curriculum,” 
Mr. Baker says it is not within his province to express 
an epinion in the controversy between a prescribed cur- 
Muuium and a free elective system of collegiate educa- 
thea: but points out that it ean not be conceded that 
West Point has a fixed, inelastic, and unchanging cur- 
riculam. “In 1917." he says, “I appointed a board to 
examine the curriculum of the academy, recognizing that 
the relation of military art to science was constantiy 
changing, and that the requirements of military mea. both 
co their military and civil relations, were modified with 
every veal change ia scientilie knowledge or social or- 
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neaton The chairman of this board was Major Gen. 
asker T!. Bliss, himself a West Point man, it is true, 

and a veceran soldier, but limited- by no military tradi- 
tiens in the originality, fertility, and freedom of his in- 
tellect ; a broadly cultured and scholarly man. America’s 
entrance into the World War interrupted the immediate 
modification of the course and required an intensive devo- 
tion on the part of the academy to the rapid training 
of an increased number of officers. But the Bliss Board 
was only one in a continuing series of investigations and 
inquiries, and since the termination of hostilities modi- 
fications have been made, and are being made with the 
object of adapting the instruction at the academy to the 
demands which this war has shown will be made upon 
military men, and to bring the spirit of the academy inte 
the fullest harmovy with the spirit of the country toward 
the Army, and, I may say, a most handsome and demv- 
cratic spirit, as shown by our recent experience. 


West Point a Special School. 


“After all, West Point is a special school, ax is the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, as is any school of mines, 
or of chemistry, or of languages. This doer not justify 
the turning out of soldiers, or mining i , or chem- 
ists who knew nethimg elae; but it does justify a course 
ef instruction which emphasizes the specialty, while it 
produces an educated man, The purpowe of West Pott, 
therefore, is not to act as a gloritied drill sergeant, but 
to lay a foundation upon which a career of growth in 
military knowledge can be based, and to accompany it 
with two indispensable additions; first, such a general 
training as educated men find necessary for intelligent 
intercourse with one another, and second, the inculcation 
of a set of virtues admirable always, but indispensable in 
the soldier. Men may be inexact, or even untruthful, in 
ordinary matters, and suffer as a consequence only the 
disesteem of their associates, or the imconveniences of 
unfavorable litigation, but the inexact or untruthful sol- 
dier trifles with the lives of his fellow men, and the honor 
of his Government, and it is, therefore, no matter of 
little pride, but rather of stern disciplinary necessity that 
makes West Point require of her students a character 
for trustworthiness which knows no evasions. 

“I ought to point out that West Point is but the be- 
ginning of education in the Army. In each of the Ser- 
vices there are continuation schools of growing breadth 
and usefulness, and the plan teward which Army educa- 
tion is tending will more and more seek only the fuada- 
mentals, both of edueatiqn and character, at West Point, 
and look more and more to the — schools for the 
technical, scientific completion. his, I believe, is in 
harmony with the relation between the modern college 
and university, avd it is already far advanced in prac- 


tice.” : 

While Army education must concentrate on its objec- 
tive, Mr. Baker adds, West Point graduates “will bear 
themselves as well in a mixed -company of educated 
men as any other similar group from any other college in 
expression, comprehension, and that cultured restraint 
which characterizes the intereourse of educated men. 

Varied Success in Civil Life. 
| etiam . 

A. wurther evidence of the efficiency of West Point 
education Mr. Baker notes that during the first one hun- 
dred years of the academy 2,7 duates of West Point 
left the Army to go into civil life, and its a table 
of their offices and oceupations; inclu a president 
ef the United States, a president of the Confederate 
States, Presidential and Vice Presidential candidates, 
members of the Cabinet, an ambassador. ministers, judges 
and other Federal and state officers ; officers of the State 
Militia, one Lishop, forty-six presidents of universities, 
colleges, etc.; professors and . Officials of rail- 
roads, engineers, lawyers, cle en, physicians, mer- 
chants and manufacturers, a a itects, farmers, 
bankers, etc.; concluding with thirty editors and 179 
authors. “These men.” Mr. Baker adds, “have stepped 
out of West Point into civil life and qualified in large 
numbers for positions from the oF highest within the 

ift of the people, in all walks of life; a list quite too 
4 and imposing to represent the triumph of talent 
over obstruction.” 

Dr. Eliot's next criticism was that “No school or col- 
lege should have its teaching done almost exclusively by 
recent graduates of the same school or college who are 
not teachers and who serve short terms.” In reply Mr. 
Baker peints out that the special character of the educa- 
tion West Point must give limits the selection of its 
teachers. The appointment of graduates as instructors 
however, is a very common practice among educational 
institutions of all kinds. At West Point there is more 
permanency in the academic staff than is commoniy sup- 
posed. Of the twelve heads of departments, seven are 
permanent and five are detailed for periods of four years. 
Assistant professors are detailed from officers of the Army 
having had previous experience as instructors; instruc- 
tors are detailed for periods of four years. A man does 
not become an assistant professor who has not had suc- 
cessful experience as an instructor; men ure not detailed 
as instructors immediately upon graduation, but must 
normally serve at least four years as officers before being 
considered eligible. Under the Army system of educa- 
tion this means further study in higher and actual 
experience in the field. Two of the twelve department 
heads are non-graduates ; some of the instructors ure non- 
graduates. The rumber of instructors at the academy is 
in the ratio of one to each six cadets. Mr. Baker con- 
tinnes: “Whether or not it would be wise to bring in 
more non-graduates as instructors may be open to ques- 
tion. but it can not be fairly said of the academy that its 
teaching is done by recent graduates, or, to any large 
extent, by men who are net teachers, or by men who 
serve short terms.” 

West Pointers a Minority in the War. 


Pr. Eliot’s fourth criticism was that West Point grad- 
nates during the World War did not, with few exceptions, 
escape from the methods that had been taught and drilled 
in during peace, and that “the red-tape methods pre- 
seribed to the American Regular Army officers of ‘passing 
the buck’ were very mischievous all through the actual 
fighting and remain a serious impediment to the effi- 
ciency of the War Department to this day.” 

“Nothing short of omniscience,” Mr. Bak-r says, “ean 
analyze the intricate, multiplied, and scaigered activities 
of the War Department during the recent war at home 
and in the field, and apportion either credit or blame. 
The handful of West Point graduates, the larger handful 
of Regular Army officers drawn from civil life, Reserve 
officers, officers of the National Guard, and the vastly 
larger body of officers hastily instructed in officers’ train- 
ing camps altogether comprised approximately 205,000 
men, of whom the West Point graduates numbered 3,081. 
In the ‘ormanct of their work these officers were aided 
by an immense body of civilians—captains of industry, 
masters of business; scientific, technical, commercial, in- 
dustrial, and all other kinds of experts worked side by 
side. A substantial part of the purely military business 
ef the Army was thus done by men fresh from civil life, 


while the basiness questions of Army supply were sub- 
divided into great departments, supervised by the most 
expert men in these subjects in the cv life of the 
country. 

“It is my settled conviction,” Mr. Baker adds, “that 
the commercial and industrial < cauizat‘on of America 
during the war wes a colossal success; but whether it 
was or not, the result was not an outeome of the system 
of education at West Point. The thing done was done 
by the nation and all the varied processes by which our 
citizens were trained contributed. 

“The criticiam of a tendency to ‘pass the buck,” no 
doubt refers to the experience of those who approach a 
man in uniform, ask him to decide some question affect- 
ing their interests, and are referred by him to somebody 
else for a decision. The citizen naturally does not under- 
stand the distribution of responsibility in a great public 
department. Yet the explanation is simple: There ts as 
to each question a proper person to decide it; to ask the 
wrong person cnn have but one or the other of two re- 
sults, either to be referred to the right person ov get 
an unauthorized answer. 

“Dr. Eliot alleges,’ Mr. Baker continues, “that the 
metheds of fighting were in the main new.” adding: “ 
course, the exact opposite is the fact. Methods of fight- 
ing’ were, in the main, old, and the success of the Ameri- 
can Army lay in the fact that those who were responsi- 
‘ble for it required it to be trained in accordance with the 
fundamental military experience and knowledge.” 


Graduates Revered in History. 


Dr. Eliot's comment seems to imply belief on his part 
that “graduates of West Point have not shown up well 
in the military history of the United States. “It is in- 
credible,” Mr. Baker says, “that he could really enter- 
tain this belief. In every war in which the United States 
has been engaged since tae academy was established, its 
graduates have been conspicuous alike for heroism and 
suceess.” Mr. Baker adds a long list made up of names 
from American history of graduates from the Military 
Academy “whose memory we teach our children to 
revere.” The list includes the following :

Mr. Baker says further: “Only one other aspect of this 
particular criticism requires comment. It is plainly sug- 
gested that the Regwar Army officers, and by inference 
especially West t graduates, did not show up well in 
the buxipess requirements of the war. Again the names 
of successful odministrators in the Army would be too 
long for enumeration. But the Army's present difficulty 
is that its officers, having become known to the great 
business executives of the country who worked with them 
during the war, are now be eagerly sought for ab- 
sorption into their enterprises to such an extent that it 
is diffieult for us to retain their services in the Army. 
About 2.500 officers of the Regular Army have resigned 
since the armistice to accept invitations in industry and 
commerce. Most of these have been non-graduates of the 
Military Academy, upen whom no criticism is made, but 
the vast and uninspiring task of closing up the business 
of a great war has fallen upon the shoulders of those who 
remained, and they are performing it not merely with a 
willing spirit, but with competence and loyalty to the in- 
terests of the Government which are a credit alike to 
their character and to the training which has made them 
soldiers.” 

Dr. Fliot’s last comment quoted was that “The Regu- 
lar Army ought to be abolished as soon as the United 
States becomes a member of the League of Nations. No 
nation sheuld be allowed te maintain an army of the 
kind called regular; that is, an army all of whose officers 
are men who have embraced for life the profession of 


soldier.” 
It will be conceded, Mr. Baker says, that if we are to 


- maintain any kind of an Army it ought to be efficient ; 


the facts that the essentials of military science can not 
be adequately conserved for the use of a country by the 
casual interest of unsystematized volunteer organiza- 
tions. Organization seems to be necessary to deveiop 
effective principles and give them maximum efficiency 
against the enemy. Whether this body be called a Regu- 
lar Army or not is immaterial. 

“Every humane and enlightened mind sympathizes with 
the aspiration of Dr. Eliot for the coming of the time 
when armament can be reduced and armies demobilized,” 
Mr. Baker says, but “if this criticism is to be taken to 
imply that a Regular Army im the United States is a 
menace to free institutions or is provocative of wars of 
aggression, I frankly challenge its historical truth. I 
know of no war in which America has been engaged, of- 
fensive or defensive, which was brought sbout by Army 
pressure or, indeed, stimulated by military desire, nor 
has there been within my lifetime or within the history 
of the country, so far as my know of it goes, a time 
when the Army or Army opinion was in the slightest de- 
gree menacing to the liberties of the American people or 
insubordinate to civil control. 

“The Military Academy at West Point hus won the 
admiration of foreign soldiers and statesmen; its gradu- 
ates have served the nation in cvery crisis of war, as 
they have ornamented the life of the nation in times of 
peace. Largely as the result of the war and the experi- 
ences engaged in it the whole Regular Army is becoming 
an educational institution; it is te-day the largest uni- 
versity in the world ; more than 100,000 soldiers are being 
trained vocationally or educated in the Army, and re- 
cruits ure flocking to it professedly to take advantage of 
its educational opportunities. That this oppertunity for 
serviee to the public life of the country has been sympa- 


thetically received and is being energetically applied | 
the Regular Army officers would seem to be an addition:

Not All Officers West Pointers.

A High Standard for Graduation. 

An ex-licutenant, US.A., now returned to civil 
writes: 

“When a man like Dr. Eliot makes such statem: 
about the U.S.M.A. and its personnel I must tak« 
ception. I would like to ask Dr. Eliot if at Harv.rd 
all students who do not pass every examination are ~'' 
heme for good; if so it is different from what it wa: 
when I went to college (ot Harvard), for then if «(\u- 
dents did not pass monthly examinations, they could 
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make the work up; if in four years they could not make 
the required amount of ¢redits necessary to graduation 
or took five years. I am not a graduate of the U.S. 
M.A., but I have served under and known personally 
many of its graduates. If I am informed correctly, 
while the entrance examinations may be easy, the course 
is as hard as any institution and every student must pass 
his examinations. He does not have the chance to make 
it up; if he fails once the only alternative is to pack his 
grip. A pretty high standard, but just the ‘survival of 
the fittest.’ 

“As to graduates of the U.S.M.A. not making good, I 
do not agree. I should like to ask if Harvard can boast 
of as many famous men, whose names will go down in 
history for all time; and look at the officers by the hun- 
dreds (Regulars) going out into the commercial world 
since the World War terminated; they are delivering the 
goods. For myself can say that my service in the 
Army gave me that confidence and training both men- 
tally and physically that I could not get at any insti- 
tution of any kind outside of West Point or Annapolis. 
It must be the system, the course of training and ideals 
which are drilled into the cadets: and then observe the 
loyalty with which each student whether he be graduate 
or no, has for his country. I would rather be a gradu- 
ate of West Point than have all the degrees that can be 
obtained from any institution of higher learning, I care 
not what the course might be. I hope every loyal Amer- 
ican will do all in his power to preserve West Point and 
Aunapolis from such unwarranted attacks.” 

Gen. Daingerfield Parker's Comment. 

Brig. Gen. Daingerfield Parker, U.S.A., writes in the 
Washington Vest: “The greatest regret of my life is, 
and bas been, that I am not a graduate of West Point. 
I fecl that had I possessed that great advantage I could 
have served my country much more efficiently.” He says 
also: “I do not think that either Congress or the general 
public need trouble over the criticism of a man that, 
from the very nature of things, could not possibly be in 
possession of knowledge that would enable him to write 
intelligently and truthfully of the methods—the general

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL PASSED. 
The Senate on May 26 passed H.R. 13870, the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill, which then went to conference. 


The amount carried by the bill is $440,023,381, an in- 
crease of $12,056,263 over that voted by the House. 


Titles of Coast Guard Officers. 

An amendment agreed to which is of interest to the 
Service provides that titles of commissioned officers of 
the Coast Guard are changed as follows: Senior captain 
to commander, captain to lieutenant commander, first 
lieutenant to lieutenant, second lieutenant to lieutenant, 
junior grade, third lieutenant to ensign, captain of engi- 
neers to lieutenant commander (engineering), first lieu- 
tenant of engineers to lieutenant (engineering), second 
lieutenant of engineers to lieutenant, junior grade (engi- 
neering), third lieutenant of engineers to ensign (engi- 
hereby abolished in the Coast Guard shall apply to the 
titles hereby established. 

Another amendment provides $5,776,000 for pay and 
allowances prescribed by law for Coast Guard commis- 
sioned officers, cadets and cadet engineers, warrant ofli- 
cers, petty officers, and other enlisted men, active and re- 
tired, temporary cooks and surfmen, substitute surfmen, 
and one civilian instructor: Provided, That not more 
than ten enlisted men at one time may be detailed to 
duty in the District of Columbia. 

The Senate adopts the House provision that “deck 
courts,” to consist of one commissioned officer only, may 
be ordered by or under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury for the trial of enlisted men in the Coast 
Guard for minor offenses now triable by Coast Guard 
courts, said courts to be governed in their organization 
and procedure substantially in accordance with naval 
“deck courts,” and to have the same power to impose 
punishment. ‘ 

An amended clause relating to the War Risk Insur- 
ance act reads as follows: 

Medical and hogpital services: For medical, surgical and 
hospital services, medical examinations, funeral expenses, 
traveling expenses :ad supplies, for beneficiaries of the Bu 
reau of War Risk Insurance, including court costs and other 
expenses incident to proceedings heretofore or hereafter taken 
for commitment of mentally incompetent persons to hospitals 
for the care and treatment of the insane, $46,000,000. This 
appropriation shall be disbursed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and such portion thereof as may be necessary shall be 
allotted from time to time to the Public Health Service, the 

rd of Managers of the National Home for Disabled Voli- 
unteer Soldiers, and the War and Navy Departments and 
transferred io their credit for disbursement by them for the 
purposes set forth in this paragraph. The allotments to the 
said board of managers shall also include such sums as may 
be necessary to alter or improve existing facilities in the sev- 
eral branches under its jurisdiction so as to provide adequate 
accommodations for such beneficiaries of the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance as may be committed to its care. 

The bill carries an amendment giving Congress au- 
thority to determine what publications shall be pub- 
lished, but authorizing those now being issued to continue 
until June 30, 1921. 

Another amendment authorizes the Government to pay 
the railroad fare home from Washington of war workers 
who resign or are dismissed from service between now 
and July 1, 1920. 
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PROMOTION OF CLASS 5 OFFICERS. 


Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., Chicf of 
the Bureau of Navigation, announced this week the fol- 
lowing details concerning the promotion of Class 5 offi- 
cers:

2. All Class 5 officers who have performed the re- 
quired amount of service and are passed by the Con- 
firmation Board will be confirmed in the provisional 
rank they held Oct. 1, 1919, which was the date their 
eases were submitted to the Confirmation Board. 

3. All provisional and confirmed commissions in effect 
on April 15, 1920, will remain in full effect. 

4. Future promotions in provisional and confirmed 
ranks will be governed by the temporary and permanent 
promotions of the running mates. In accordance with 
paragraph (b) Section 4, Chapter 2, of the Regulations 





Governing the Organization and Administration of the 
Naval Reserve Force (1920), lieutenants (j.g.) and en- 
signs will not be considered eligible for promotion with 
their running mates until they have completed three 
years in their respective grades. 
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NEWPORT VICE CONDITIONS INQUIRY. 
Secretary Daniels Ends Direct Testimony. 





Secretary of the Navy Daniels and Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt were witnesses on May 22 before the Navy 
cour? of inquiry that is investigating the charges made 
by the Ministers’ Union of Newport, R.I., regarding the 
Navy's methods of investigating vice conditions in that 
city. The Secretary stated that his first knowledge that 
enlisted men of the Navy were engaged in the work of 
searching out men accused of immoral practices was 
when Bishop Perry, of Rhod» Island, came to see him on 
Sept. 20, 1919, to request a: apology to the Rev. Samuel 
N. Kent, of Newport. Th: Bishop then told him that 
the evidence used against Dr. Kent in a trial at Provi- 
dence, which resulted in his acquittal, had been secured 
by Navy personnel in charge of Lieut. E. M. Hudson, 
U.S.N. The Seeretary said he had been shocked by the 
information brought to him by Bishop Perry that Navy 
personnel were making investigations of “horrible crimes” 
alleged to have been committed by civilians. While talk- 
ing to the Bishop, Rear Admiral Albert P. Niblack, Di- 
rector of Naval Intelligence, came into the office and the 
Secretary told the Admiral what the Bishop had said. 
The Secretary said he told the Bishop that the latter 
must supply the facts before he could consider the offer- 
ing of an apology, and Admiral Niblack then advised 
against a publie apology, stating that the evidence in the 
case of Dr. Kent was very strong. Later, said the Sec- 
retary, he asked Capt. Richard H. Leigh, acting Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, if what the Bishop had 
charged was true, and added that if it was the practice 
to allow Navy personnel to engage in vice hunting it 
should not be permitted. Captain Leigh was without 
knowledge of the alleged practice, and as soon as he had 
investigated he ordered it stopped. He directed Captain 
Leigh to go to the Department of Justice, which had 
sent a statement to the Secretary that the evidence ad- 
duced at Newport was convincing and that an investiga- 
tion should be made, and that an apology from the Navy 
Department was inadvisable. The Department of Jus- 
tice had been prosecuting the case, Captain Leigh, learned. 
It was not his prerogative, said the Secretary to inter- 
fere with that prosecution any more than it would be for 
him to attempt to stop the wheels of justice. He had 
never given authcrity to Lieutenant Hudson or any other 
Navy officer to permit men of the Navy to commit im- 
moral acts in order to gain evidence, he added. Asked if 
there was fact in the statement of John R. Rathom, edi- 
tor of the Providence Journal, that he (the Secretary) 
had cited the men for their zeal in the work at Newport, 
the Secretary replied: “That is absolutely false.” During 
argument by counsel it was brought out that there was 
nothing in evidence to the effect that the men of Lieu- 
tenant Hudson’s party, known as Section A, had com- 
mitted immoral acts. 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt told the court that in 
January, 1920, after the acquittal of Dr. Kent, he 
(Roosevelt) went to Secretary Daniels’s office with the 
avowed intention of urging a Navy investigation as to 
the allegations placed before the Rhode Island court. The 
Secretary, he said, concurred and on Jan. 17, 1920, the 
order was signed convening the court of inquiry. Mr. 
Roosevelt also requested that Editor Rathom, of the 
Providence Journal, be called before the court because of 
the unsatisfactory conclusions which might be drawn 
from the editor’s statements made before a Senate com- 
mittee. 
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AN ARTICLE ON GENERAL Woop. 

In a long article entitled “The Truth About Leonard 
Wood” in The Nation, Oswald Garrison Villard makes 
a bitter attack on General Wood as a political candidate, 
but none-the-less pays him the following grudging trib- 
utes: “There is no doubt that General Wood is a very 
able soldier, in peace-time at least, since we do nor 
know what he could do in handling large bodies of troops 
under fire. President Taft once told me that Wood was 
by far the ablest and most active of the generals we had 
in the Philippines. Wood rose with the sun, was early 
in the saddle, and gave a great deal of persona! attention 
to the drilling and handling of his troops, unlike the 
other Regular Army generals, most of whom were about 
sixty years of age. . General Wood was then 
about forty-five years of age and this alone gave him an 
advantage over all of the others. The troops greatly im- 
proved under his command. I must record, too, the fact 
that when I was in France last year the almost uni- 
versal testimony was that the division which Leonard 
Wood trained at Fort Leavenworth was the best drilled 
and the best disciplined of all the troops that went to 
France. He is an excellent disciplinarian. . . . That 
General Wood can inspire great enthusiasm is beyond 
question. When he was jumped into the Regular Army 
list of brigadier generals from the rank of captain and 
assistant surgeon, there was the bitterest feeling through- 
out the Army against him. He has completely overcome 
this feeling. Moreover, the West Pointers who serve 
under him or on his staff invariably become enthusiastic 
about him. His aids are most loyal in their devotion. 
More than that, a chief asset of General Wood is the 
Harvard enthusiasm for him. . . . An officer who 
traveled and served with General Wood for more than a 
year was asked the other day by a university professor 
what the General read as they wintered and summered 





together. “Why, the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL,’ was 
the response.” 





U.S.S. Mercy’s VoYAGE AS A TRANSPORT. 

The U.S. hospital ship Mercy sailed from New York 
on May 23 for Guantanamo and various points in Haiti, 
Santo Domingo, Porte Rico and on the Pacific coast 
with a number of Navy officers, chiefly those of the 
Medical Corps, and 150 wives and children of officers and 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps who have 
not seen husbands or fathers for many months. Press 
reports as to this voyage of the Mercy refer to it as 
“unique in the history of the Navy.” This is hardly 
the fact, it was stated at the Navy Department, be- 
cause the hospital ship Solace has frequently served on 
such duty in making trips to the Philippines. What may 
be regarded as a unique feature of the trip of the Mercy 
is that the voyage was authorized in an effort on the 
part of the Navy Department to cut the high cost of 
transportation for the wives and children of approxi- 
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mately 150 officers and enlisted men on duty with the 
Pacific Fleet and to reunite these families which have 
been separated since the U.S. Fleet was divided. ‘The 
intrusion of the “Mexican problem,” moreover, serves to 
give the Merey'’s passengers sn attractive tour. The 

.S. transport Henderson, which was booked t¢ take this 
complement to the Pacific coast, leaving Philadelphia 
May 8, was recalled to take the Advance Base Force of 
U.S. Marines to Key West. In consequence the Hen- 
derson’s passengers debarked at Philadelphia and pas- 
sage was authorized on the Mercy, which sailed May 23 
from New York. Because some passengers will debark 
at West Indian points, the itinerary of the Mercy calls 
for stops at Hampton Roads; Guantanamo Bay, Cuba; 
San Juan, P.R.; St. Thomas, V.I.; San Domingo City, 
D.R.; the Canal Zone and San Diego, Caiif. S$! ould 
there be passengers for the Pacific, steps will also be 
made at Port au Prince, Haiti, and Puerto Plata. As 
the Mercy has no staterooms other than those for her 
officers, her passegners will be accommodated in the 
wards. After debarking her passengers at San Diego the 
men at join the Pacific Fleet, which is without a hos- 
pital ship.

Colonel Tillson 
was born in New York May 26, 1856, and was gradu- 
ated from the U.S.M.A. and promoted in the Army an 
additional second lieutenant, 5th Infantry, June 14, 
1878. His first duty after graduation.leave was on the 
frontier at Forts Keogh, Mont., and A. Lincoln, Dak., 
and at posts in Texas. After s.rving at posts in Florida, 
Louisiana and Georgia to August, 1897, he was on duty 
as professor of military science and tactics, North 
Georgia Agricultural College, to April, 1898, when he 
was ordered to Cleveland, Ohio, on recruiting duty.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. Frank Taylor, U.S.A., retired, died sud- 
denly of heart trouble May 20, 1920, at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. E. A. Strout, 1321 Minor avenue, Seattle, 
Wash. He was seventy-eight years old. General Taylor 
was born at Calais, France, of English parents, April 
29, 1842. He came to the United States at the age of 
eighteen, and entered the United States Army in 1860 as 
a private in the general service, serving continuously 
for more than forty years. He was retired at his own 
request in 1905, with the rank of brigadier general, 
after reaching the age of sixty-two years. His military 
service was unusually varied and extensive. He served 
through the Civil War, various Indian campaigns, in- 
cluding the famous Crook campaign of 1876, the Spanish- 
American War, and had service in the Philippine Islands. 
His first visit to Seattle was in 1886, when he took 
troops there from Vancouver Barracks during the 
Chinese riots. He was later assigned to duty in Seattle 
and was recruiting officer there in 1892. While there he 
mustered the old first Washington regiment into service 
for the Spanish-American War. Later General Taylor 
was commanding officer at Fort Lawton. He has been 
closely identified with affairs of Seattle and the North- 
west for many years. After retirement he traveled ex- 
tensively in South America, Europe and the Orient. He 
was a linguist, and during his military service trans- 
lated many foreign military documents for the War De- 
partment. General Taylor volunteered his services dur- 
ing the World War, but was not called to active duty on 
account of his age. Since his retirement he has made his 
home with his daughter in Seattle, spending recent win- 
ters at the Bohemian Club in San Francisco. His wife, 
Mrs. Laura V. Taylor, died in Seattle in 1913. He was 
a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S. Besides his daughter, 
Mrs. Strout, General Taylor is survived by two sons, 
Frank Taylor, Montclair, N.J., and Boyd Taylor, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Brig. Gen. Clarence M. Bailey, U.S.A., retired, died 
May 21, 1920, in Chicago, Il].

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MILITARY ORDER OF FOREIGN WARS. 
The ninth triennial convention of the Military Order 
ef Foreign Wars of the U.S. was held May 20 at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel, New York city. The following 


resolution, presented by Capt. Ogden D. Wilkinson, sec- 
retary of the Pennsylvania Commandery, was unapi- 





mously. adopted : 

“Resolved, That in order that our country may have 
an educated, healthy race of men, with one language 
tending to Americanization, and to provide for the safety 
and prosperity of the coming generation, we do hereby 
approve, endorse and urge that the young men be edu- 
cated by the Government in the camps of the country, 
or such other places as may be most desirable; that each 
boy receive a common school education, be taught a 
trade or profession together with military instruction 
and discipline; that said training be in all branehes of 
the Service with post graduate courses for those desir- 
ing to take up military life as a profession, secure com- 
missions in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or train- 
ing for the diplomatic or other Government service.” 

The meeting was called to order by Brig. Gen. Samue! 
W. Fountain, U.S.A., retired, commander general. ‘The 
reports of the officers show that there has been a very 
large increase in membership throughout the country 
and that many new commanderies have been formed.

Rifle Firing, 1st Battalion I’.8.

Air Service Bombing. Plane. 


The Air Service bombing machine L.W.F., one of the 
largest aircraft built in this country for the Army, was 
successfully tested at Mitchel Field, N.Y., on May 22.

Lieut. Col. H. M. Hickam, Air Ser., U.S.A., gave a 
startling exhibition of aerial acrobatics before the Pan- 
American Aeronautic C in session at Atlantic 
City, N.J.. on May 22, before sta 
Washington, D.C., in a one-seater ; 
Sergeant Major Brotwell, Air Ser., U.S.A., who has 
made a number of sensational aerial leaps at MeCook 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, dropped twice on May 22 in a 
parachute from an airplane a distance of 2,000 feet 
while the machine was fiying at a speed of 110 miles 
per hour. 


Air Service Altitude Records.

Lieut. Harry Weddington, Air Ser., U.S.A., is believed 
to have established a new world’s record for an altitude 
flight with a machine carrying three and .a 
pilot when be went up at Kelly Field, on May 25, 
according to av Associated Press dispatch from San An- 
tonio. The climb was made in one hour and twenty min- 
utes. Coming down was accomplished in fifteen mfnutes. 
The ship used was a DH.-4, model B, equipped with a 
barograph to record the altitude. 


Armored Airplane for Ground Attack. 


During the week ane Ser 25 the new armored tri 
plane designed and built by the eee Division of 
the Air Service, U.S.A., has been tested at MeCook Field. 
Dayton, Ohio. The tests proved to be a great success, 
and the performance was greatly admired by all who 


witnessed the tests. The armored craft is the Le Pere 
triplane, equipped with two Liberty engines. Both en- 
gine and fuselage are completely armored. It carries 


eight machine guns and 37-mm., cannon and performs and 
handles very well in the air. This plane is well equipped 
and protected for battle in the air at high altitudes, or 
for ground attacking of troops close to the earth.

Senator Wadsworth pomted out that the conferees on 
Army reorganization legislation believed that it will take 
at least six months for the Army to get reconstituted 
under the new law and to get all the officers commis- 
sioned after they have been examined by the examining 
boards. “If this is not done,” he continued, “or if some- 
thing like it is not done, there will be a hopeless hiatus 
between July 1 next and the final completion of the re- 
organization of the Army under the new reorganization 
act. This request emanated from the Secretary of War. 
The War Department requested that the Regular officers 
who now hold advanced temporary rank may be retained 
in that advanced temporary rank.” But Senator Wads- 
worth did not approve of the War Department's idea as 
to keeping these officers in their advanced temporary 
rank. He “had to pass on the question himself,’ he 
stated, and he suggested, through the amendment, “that 
the Regular officers now holding advanced temporary 
rank be not permitted to continue to hold those ranks. 
It is a practice which has injured the morale of the Reg- 
ular Service very severely. It has caused ill feeling and 
discontent. They have been expected to surrender their 
advanced temporary rank on July 1 and they had better 
do it.” In response to a question from Senator Lenroot 
as “to what extent, under this amendment, would em 
gency officers outrank Regular officers and really take 
their places during this temporary period?’ Senator 
Wadsworth replied : 

“In a very few instances.

generals. There are a few emergency colonels in the Ord- 
nance Department, I think. There are some, as the Sena-

fmevican Merchant Marine Favors Proposal. 

Winthrop L. Marvin, viee president and general man- 
ager of the American Steamship Owners’ Association, 
who said he also spoke for the Pacific Steamship As- 
sociation and the Lake Carriers’ Association, addressed 
tle committee. He stated that he spoke for practically 
the entire seagoing merchant marine of the United States, 
which since the beginning of the war had grown from 
about 4,000,000 tons to upwards of 10,000,000 tons of 
seagoing ships. The merchant marine, he said, had more 
than doubled, while the Coast Guard facilities had shrunk 
perhaps twenty-five per cent In the past winter, he 
stated, the Coast Guard was wholly inadequate to offer 
succor to shipping and the coming winter is viewed by 
ship owners with grave concern, particularly on the 
trade routes along the Atlantic coast line and to Europe. 
An unusually large part of the tonnage under the Amer- 
can flag was of deficient construction, he said, due to 
the exigencies of hasty building in war time, and ship 
owners anticipated an abnormal rate of breakdown of 
machinery and in hulis, which when it occurs will de- 
mand immediate and adequate assistance. Ship owners, 
he declared, favor this bill not only on the belief, but in 
he knowledge, that through its operation it will insure 
the safety of between 100,000 and 200,000 men in our 
seagoing service. They know that the U.S. Navy is 
highly efficient, said Mr. Marvin, and that war has given 
it an immensely increased equipment and personnel, so 
that with the experienced assistance of the Coast Guard 
the Navy will give as complete assistance as is possible 
in safeguarding the merchant marine. The ship owners, he 
said, ask that the merger be brought about immediately 
and they are a unit in the desire that the bill be enacted 
into law at this session of Congress, since this is an 
emergency question which should not be postponed. From 
the standpoint of a business man, said Mr. Marvin, he 
cannot believe that there should be retained a little Navy 
beside a big Navy. 

Capt. P. H. Harrison, U.S.C.G., 
eighty-six per cent. of Coast Guard officers that he said 
desired the amalgamation, stated that this was the fif- 
teenth time that the project of merging had been brought 
before Congress.

STATUS OF ARMY PERSONNEL, 


Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 
Army on May 20 was 16,078 officers and 202,085, a total 
of 218,163. This includes the Philippine Scouts and all 
troops under the jurisdiction of the commanding general, 
American Forces in Germany. 

Commissioned Strength The commissioned strength 
of the Army on May 20 included 8,207 Regular Army 
officers and 7,295 emergency officers on duty. 

Resignations of Officers.—From Nov. 11, 1918, to May 
20, inclusive, 2,519 resignations of Regular Army officers 
have been accepted. Other separations from service 
bring the net reduction in commissioned strength since 
the signing of the armistice to 2,981. 

Enlistments in the Army.—Between Feb. 28, 1919, 
and May 15, inclusive, 203,784 enlistments were reported. 
Of this number, 174,757 remained im the Service on May 


n the week 


15. There were 1,676 enlistments reported 
ending May 15. 

Furloughs to Reserre.—During the month of April, 
2,164 enlisted men were furloughed to the Reserve, bring 
ing the total since Jan. 1, 1919, to 39,541. 

Vacancics in Army's Commissioned Strength.— There 
were 5,441 vacancies in the authorized commissioned 
strength of the Army on May 20, according to the records 
of The Adjutant General's office, also ten vacancies in 
the Porto Rico Regiment and fifteen in the Philippine 
Scouts, a total of 3,466. These are distributed as fol- 
lows: Infantry, 1,084; Medical Corps, 755; Cavalry, 
460; Field Artillery, 308; Corps of Engineers, 123; 
chaplains, 96; Aviation Section, 91; Dental Corps, 34; 
Veterinary Corps, 30; General Staff, 15; Ordnance De- 
partment, 8; J.A.G. Department, 5; Quartermaster 
Corps, 2; detached officers’ list, 1. There were 8,207 offi- 
cers in the Regular Service, including Porto Rico Regi- 
ment and Philippine Scouts, on May 20.

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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL AGREEMENT. 


Conferees Only Wait on Personnel Changes. 





The Senate and House conferees on the Naval Appro- 
priation bill for the fiseal year 1921 (H.R. 13108) prae- 
tically reached an agreement on May 27, but owning to 
a number of technical changes to be made in the per- 
sonnel legislation attached to the bill the conference re- 


port was not signed by the conferees on that date. It 
was expected that the report would be confirmed and 
submitted to the House by Mr. Butler by the end of this 
week or the first of next week. The total appropriations 
carried by the bill as revised by the conferees up to May 
28 was $433,229,574. It was expected to add $50,000 
to this sum to defray the expenses of the Congressional 
Commission to the Pacific coast. The total is a ecom- 
promise between the original House appropriation of 
$425,000,000 and the Senate’s $467,000,000. Temporary 
appointments of officers in the Navy is continued until 
Dee. 51, 1921. 

After consultation with Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
icls and Capt. T. T. Craven, U.S.N., Director of Aero- 
nauties, the conferees increased the aviation appropria- 
tion from $15,860,000, as proposed by the House, to $20,- 
000,000. joth the Secretary and Captain Craven con- 
tended that the bill should be increased above the origi- 
nal Senate appropriation of $25,000,000, but the mana- 
gers finally compromised on the lower figure. Virtually 
all inereased aviation items were for the Pacific coast. 
Senate provisions for aviation bases at Los Angeles and 
l’ort Angeles, Wash., were changed to an investigating 
commission and a new site in Kings county, Wash. 

The conferees agreed to the authorization of a com- 
mission of five Senators and five Representatives to in- 
vestigate available sites at Hunter’s Point, Alameda and 
Mare Island, Calif., and other places on the Pacific coast, 
if necessary, for the purpose of establishing an exten- 
sive naval base. This commission is requested to report 
to Congress not later than Dee. 31, 1920. This is in 
place of the Senate appropriation of $1,000,000 to begin 
work on the new Pacific coast base in San Francisco 
Bay. 

Concerning the sections of personne! legislation, at- 
tached as a rider to the bill, Senator Page declared that 
certain sections were amplified, but that the substance 
of the provisions were not changed. 

The Senate yielded its proposed increase from $104,- 
000,000 to $108,000,000 of appropriations to complete 
the three-year building program and also on the Senate 
amendment providing $11,700,000 for completing avia- 
tion and destroyer tenders at Hog Island. The House ac- 
cepted the Senate amendment of $4,355,000 for a new 
hospital ship. 

The permanent strength of the Marine Corps was fixed 
at 27,400, and the Senate proposal for department devel- 
opment of naval oil lands not in litigation was agreed to. 
Senate plans for the Naval Reserve Force also prevailed, 
but with a $50,000 appropriatéon instead of $500,000. 

Items dropped included Boston drydock, $300,000; 
LVuget Sound oil storage, $1,050,000; railroad connection, 
I.as Animas, Colo. (hospital), $50,000; Newport, R.I., 
torpedo station, $200,000. Increases approved included 
Great Lakes to $575,000, and $200,000 additional for re- 
eciving barracks ; $100,000 each for new cranes at Brook- 
lyn and Philadelphia, and $50,000 for New London, 
Conn., submarine base.

Pay Birt. Now “THe Act or May 18, 1920.” 

The Service Pay Increase bill (H.R. 11927) was 
signed by the President late on May 18 and will be 
known as the Act of May 18, 1920. We note this again 
for the reason that so far as we have seen only the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL gave correctly the date on which 
the bill became a law. The date was given as Mgy 19 
in the daily press and in other publications and it even 
appeared as May 19 in official War and Navy Depart- 
ment announcements in regard to the provisions of the 
act. It is officially the Act approved May 18, 1920, “An 
Act to inerease the efficiency of the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey and P4xblic 
Health Service.”

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WARRANT OFFICERS OF MINE PLANTER SERVICE. 

On May 22, four days after the President had signed 
the Service Pay bill, the first motion to amend the act 
was made in the Senate, where attention was called by 
Mr. Lenroot to the fact that in the bill increasing Army 
and Navy pay the warrant officers of the Army Mine 


Planter Service were omitted. Tie Senate thereupon 
adopted as an amendment to the Army Appropriation 
bill (H.R. 13587), which was then in Committee of the 
Whole, the following: “That warrant officers of the Army 
Mine Planter Service shall receive the same pay and in- 
creases as now are or hereafter will de prescribed for 
warrant officers in the Navy.”

Navy's ENGINE Room ComMPLEMENTS Low. 

The Bureau of Navigation is at work on a study of the 
enlisted men’s problem in the Navy with a view to bring- 
ing about readjustment in the ratings that will provide a 
more equitable distribution than is feasible under existing 
conditions of sbhccinge. The engine room complements 
of the Navy have been far too low for more than a year, 
but the condition in its more serious aspects is strikingly 
illustrated by the figures as of April 30 in the several 
ratings. Based on requirements for a strength of 143,000 
enlisted men, these deficiencies are as follows: Blacke 
smith, second class, 104; boilermaker, 41; coppersmith, 
first class, 148; coppersmith, second class, 202; engine- 
men, first class, 2,565;. eng’:nemen, second class, 4,355; 
firemen, first class, 2,695; firemen, second class, S74; 
firemen, third class, 1,554 (surplus); machinist’s mate, 
first class, 1,730; machinist’s mate; second class, 1,954; 
shipfitter, first class, 6 (surplus); shipfitter, second 
class, 58 (surplus); water tenders, 2,391. With the i- 
crease in electrically driven Navy craft tle condition is 
aggravated by the shortage in the ratings of electricians, 
as follows: Electricians, first class, 862; second class, 
468; third class, 442. On May 24, according to a census 
of all enlisted men on active duty, the Navy was short 
86,809 men based on a strength of 143,000, or (66,528 
men based on the authorized strength of 179,000 to 
July 1, 1920. 








HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among the troops in the United 
States continue excellent according to reports received in 
the Office of the Surgeon General of the Army for the 
week ending May 19. The admission and non-effective 
rates show a slight inerease over the previous week, but 
are still unusually low. A few cases of communicable 
diseases are reported from many of the camps and sta- 
tions, but are not epidemic at any. There were. thirty- 
eight new cases of measles reported from all stations. 
Camp Taylor with six new cases led all other stations 
in the number of new cases reported for the week. Camps 
Grant and Humphreys each report five and Camp Pike 
four new cases. The Western Department reports six 
admissions for diphtheria, and Brooks Feld, Texas, re- 
ports cight diphtheria carriers. Camp ‘faylor and the 
Western Department each report two new cases of pneu- 
monia, and Camps Dix, Grant, Sherman and Fort Logan 
each report one. The death rate for disease, 1.5, is the low- 
est since September, 1917. There were only four deaths 
from disease, one each from pneumonia, empyema, car- 
diac dilatation, and surgical shock. Excellent health con- 
ditions continue among the American Forces in Germany. 
The admission and non-effective rates are low and but 
few cases of epidemic diseases are reported. There were 
four new cases of influenza, four of pneumonia, two of 
malaria, and one of scarlet fever reported during the 
week. There was one death among these forces the cause 
of which was not given. 





RETIREMENT Cases, U.S.N.R.F. 

Legal technicalities which had been interposed in be- 
half of the Secretary of the Navy having been decided 
adversely to the Secretary in the case of Lieut. Comdr. 
George A. Berry, U.S.N.R.F., the argument on the de- 
murrer in this action seeking to compel the Secretary to 
allow Reserve officers suffering physical disability in- 
curred in the line of duty.to be placed on the retired list 
was scheduled to com before the Sdpreme Court of the 
District of Columbia on May 28. There are two similar 
cases and the ruling of the court in the Berry case will 
determine these cases also. Counsel for the Reserve offi- 
cers declared that these officers are basing their plea on 
a matter of law, that it was the duty of the Secretary 
of the Navy to allow Reserve officers*to appear before a 
retiring board under the law and Navy Regulations.

The board of awards of Navy medals, of which Rear 
Admiral Austin M. Knight is president, filed its final 
report with the Secretary of the Navy several weeks ago. 

The report 
is said to be changed only in minor particulars from the 
original report of the board, which was filed prior to the 
recent Senatorial inquiry on the medal awards. A con-

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ARMY REORGANIZATION CONFEREES AGREE. 
Senate's Chief Proposals Abandoned. 

The conferees of the Senate and House came to an 
agreement on the Army Reorganization bill (H.R. 
12775) on May 27. As the bill comes from conference it 
no longer contains the Senate proposals for Federaliza- 
tion of the National Guard, for a voluntary universal 
training system and for automatic revival of the war- 
time Selective Service act on declaration of a war emer- 


gency. 

As agreed to by the conferees, the bill provides for a 
peace-time Regular Army of 297,000 officers and men, in- 
eluding the Philippine Scouts; for continuation of the 
National Guard substantially on the present basis and 
for the organization of an Enlisted Reserve Corps liable 
for fifteen days of training duty a year except in case

te provisions reconstructing the General Staff on 
French army lines and making separate branches of the

The conference report was brought before the House 
on May 27 y Chairman Kahn, of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs, who annevnced that the Senate and 
House managers had reached final agreement. Both Mr. 
Kaho and. Senator Wadswerth, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, expected adeption of the 
report by beth houses and that the bill would be sent to 
the President for his ee within a few days. In 
submitting the report airman Kahn made the follow- 
ing statement: 

Bill a Revision of Defense Act. 


“The Senate passed this bill with an amendment which 
took the form of a striking out the entire House bill and 
substituting a new one entirely different in form. The 
eonferces agreed to return to the form and substance of 
the House bill, making certain changes. The bill, as now 
reported back is, then, merely a thorough revision of the 
National Defense act, which is what the House originally 
contemplated. The commissioned strength finally agreed 
upon was that contained in the original House bill, while 
the enlisted strength ix that proposed by the Senate, that 
is, a total of 280,000, as against a povsible maximum of 
299,000 according to the original House bill.” 

Mr. Kahn declared that the provisions for the general 
organizations are stated somewhat more in detail than 
in the House bill, so that the organization of the peace 
establishment shall include not only the Regular Army, 
but also the citizen forces—namely, the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves, which comprise the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps and the Enlisted Reserve Corps of the 
present law. In this respect, he said, the bill as now 
reported follows the recommendations of the Senate. 

he strength of the General Staff remains as fixed by 
the House and the other provisions regarding it are sub- 
stantially the same, with one exception. This authorizes 
and directs’ that whenever icles or regudations affect- 
ing the National Guard or the Reserves are to be worked 
out, the work shall be done by committees of the Gen- 
eral Staff upon which Reserve and National Guard offi- 
cers have equal representation with officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. , 

In the matter of appointment of chiefs and assistants 
to the chiefs of the several branches, the Senate con- 
fetees agreed to the previsions in the House bill that 
chiefs shall be selected from among officers of the rank 
of colonel. As to assigtants, a compromise was arrived 
at. The House limited such appointments to officers of 
the rank of colonel, and the Senate made officers as low 
as major cligible. The conferees agreed on the provision 
whereby all officers of fifteen vears’ comm‘ssioned service 
shall be eligible for such appointment. The provis‘ons 
as to detached service of officers—the so-called Manchu 
law—are those of the House bill. 

The Senate conferees accepted the title of Assistant 
Secretary of War in place of the “Undersecretary” of 
War. The Senate provisions for a permanent War Coun- 
cil to be composed of the Secretary and Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, the General of the Army and the Chief of 
Staff, prevail. All policies which involve both military 
and procurement problems are to be discussed and worked 
out in this council. 

As to staff departments, there was no material dif- 
ference between the two bills except as to the services 
of Construction and Transportation. The House bill had 
continued both of these services in the Quartermaster 
Corps, where they were before the war, and the con- 
ferees adopted yt of the House bill. 

Tn the section ting to the Medical Department, the 
llouse conferees agreed to the Senate proposition where- 
by officers of this department shall not be placed on the 
general promotion list, but shall be oted strictly on 
the basis of commissioned service. serves the same 
purpose that the House had in mind, namely, to separate 
questions of promotion in the Medical Corps from those 
of the organization. The number of officers in the Vet- 
erinary © was fixed at 175. The provision for the 
relative rank of Army nurses is agreed to, it being con- 
tained in both bills. 

The Senate accepted the House provision for the pro- 
motion of chaplains, allowing them to rise to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel. The conferees also decided to au- 
thorize one chaplain to be detailed with the rank of colo- 
nel to perform general supervisory duties relating to the 
work of chaplains, this plan being adopted in preference 
to that proposed by the Senate bill which constituted a 
beard for this purpose. 

The Senate conferees accepted the House proposition 
that retired officers in the Philippine Scouts shall here- 
after have the pay of seeond lieutenant, and that those 
officers in the Philippine Scouts who are found qualified 
shall be transfe te the Regular Army, while those 
not found so qualriied shall continue to serve under their 
Scout commissions.

The. rules as to the eopeiimngat of officers are some- 
what simplified and cla , several of the groups from 
which the appointees may be chosen being merged into 
one. 

Reserve Corps and National Guard. 


The provisions as to Officers’ Reserve Corps and En- 
listed Reserve Corps arte somewhat modified in details, 
particularly in prescribing that Reserve organizations 
shall be localized so far ag practicable, and that Reserve 
officers or enlisted men shall not be liable for call for 
extended periods except when Congress shall so direct. 
Liberal terms are offered for the enrolment of war vet- 
erans in the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

The sections relating to the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, which were prepared with the advice of the au- 
thorities of educational institutions concerned, were 
nearly the same in the two bills and are, therefore, re 
ported back practically unamended, Mr. Kahn stated. 

Concerning the sections relating to the National Guard, 
Mr. Kahn said they are presented in practically the same 
form in which they passed the House. The Chief of the 
Militia Bureau will be a National Guardsman, while it 
is further provided that he shall also be a Reserve offi- 
cer, full authority being carried in the bill, as now re- 
ported, for Reserve rs to ‘pt National Guard 
commissions and National Guard to accept Re- 
serve commissions. The selection of the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau will be made from eligible officers who 
are recommended by the governors of the several states 
and territories as suitable for this appointment. This 
insures, said Mr. Kahn, that the position shall be held 
by a representative National Guardsman. 

The section relating to the draft of the National Guard 
in time of war has been somewhat modified. “It will be 
recalled that what the House sought to accomplish,” 
said Mr. Kahn, “was the automatic reconstitution of the 
National Guard upon its release from service under the 
draft. The section, as now drawn, is believed to be 
somewhat more satisfactory for this purpose than that 
which was originally enacted by the House.” | 

A provision, is made for the transition period, before 
this act can made fully efféctive, by authorizing the 
retention of the emergency officers, until it can be deter- 
mined which of these officers are to receive Regular Army 
appointments. Temporary advanced rank for officers of 
the Regular Army, however, is abolished. 

In conclusion the House conferees agreed that the re 
vised Articles of War should be attached to the Re- 


organization bill.

Concerning his appointment of Admiral Benson to the 
Office of Operations he ca@ that he had first asked Ad- 
miral F. F. Fletcher, then commander-in-chief of the 
Fleet, to accept the office. Admiral Fletcher, however, 
desired: to remain in his position, Mr. Daniels said. 
“Should you say that the chief's mind would run along 
with the Secretary's?’ lurghingly questioned Mr. Hale. 
Secretary Daniels joined.in a hearty laugh and replied: 
“He should be a man of ability, and I appointed Admiral 
Benson because I thought he was the best man available. 
My policy has been to appoint the best man. There were 
other officers, but they were engaged in special duties.” 
He declared that “Admiral Benson's naval, record demon- 
trated he was an able, experienced and capable man and 
officer.” Mr. Hale injected: ‘Was he particularly versed 
in history?’ The Secretary retorted: “I never examined 
him in history. He was regarded by his fellow officers 
aus one of the ablest officers in the Navy. I knew him 
lirst as captain of the U.S.S. Utah. Admiral Badger had 
recommended him for Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy. I had talked with Benson on naval matters when 
he commanded the Philadelphia Navy Yard and where 
he demonstrated his administrative powers. I found him 
to be an excellent officer. When seeking a man for the 
office I desired a man who should bring freshness and 
action to the new office. And so I found a number of 
officers who held the same ideas as mine about the ability 
of Benson, and so I appointed him to the office of Chief 
of Operations.” In writing plans, Mr. Daniels said, he 
preferred to haye four or five men like Captain Pratt 
than fifteen other officers who were not familiar with 
this work. 

Mr. Hale said that since he had asked other witnesses 
to submit a paper on proposed plans for reorganization 
of the Navy and the Navy Department he desired to ex- 
tend the same courtesy to the Secretary. Mr. Hale said 
he had asked the following officers to submit their views: 
Admirals Badger, Mayo, Wilson, Rodman, Coontz, 
Fletcher, Fiske, Fullam, Knight, Sims, McKean, Twin- 
ing, Captains Pratt, Laning, Pye and Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt. Secretary Daniels suggested that Mr. 
Hale also obtain views from the Bureau Chiefs and other 
high ranking officers in the Service. In concluding the 
morning session Mr. Hale said: “I hope a board will be 
appointed like the Mahan Board or commission and this 
commission should have a number of civilians. This 
commission would go over these suggestions from the 
officers.” The proposition, necessarily, would be sub- 
mitted to the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, Mr. 
Hale said. “Before action is taken by the full commit- 
tee,” said Mr. Daniels, “I will ask to be heard by the 


committee.” 
General Board's Letter in 1914. 


During the afternoon session, May 25, Chairman Hale 
questioned the Secretary concerning the early adminis- 
tration of his office. “What effect did the European 
war have on the Navy in 1914?’ asked Mr. Hale, adding 
if it affected the Secretary personally. Mr. Daniels re- 
plied that he had not formed any definite opinion of the 
war as early as 1914, but after the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, May 7, 1915, he called upon the General Board, 
two days after that ship had been torpedoed, for the pur- 
pose of determining on plans for making the American 
Navy equal to any in the world. He reviewed the prepa- 
rations from 1914 to 1917, stating that in 1915 he had 
recommended the creation of a Naval Reserve. “When 
did your professional advisers (meaning the General 
Board and Admiral Fiske, Aid for Operations in 1914) 
advise the preparation of the Navy for war?” the chair- 
man asked. The Secretary declared thet “all were per- 
ticularly interested in strengthening the Navy.” 

Mr. Hale presented copies of letters from the General 
Board, dated Aug. 1, 1914, and one from Admiral Fiske, 
dated Noy. 5, 1914, and which the Admiral had placed 
on file in the department, said Mr. Hale, on Nov. 9, 
1914. The letter of the General Board to the Secretary 
of the Navy written on Aug. 1, 1914, was introduced in 
the testimony. ‘The board wrote: 

“In view of the immediate danger of a great war in 
Europe and in pursuance of its duties, as laid down in 
Par. R167 (1) of the Navy Regulations, the General 
Board earnestly urges that the battleships be brought 
home, docked and put in perfect readiness, with the ex- 
ception of the ships actually necessary in Caribbean and 
Mexican waters. 

“It would be rash to assume that there may not arise 
from the extraordinary situation, in which so large a 
part of the world has become unexpectedly involved, 
some incident or combination of incidents fraught with 
danger to our interests.” 

Attention is then called by the General Board to the 
number of Americans abroad, the difficulty which Amer- 
ican shipping and commerce would encounter, and the 
danger that belligerents would overstep their powers. 
Questions of neutrality, it added, “notwithstanding all 
efforts to the contrary, may further result in the embroil- 
ment of this country with some country er countries of 
Europe.” 

The letters concerned the preparation of the Navy, 
said Chairman Hale, who next submitted the Secretary’s 
Jetter, dated April 21, 1916, to the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, in compliance with a Senate resolution 
then asking the Secretary for a copy of the letters of 
Aug. 3 and Nov. 5. The Secretary stated in this letter 
to the Senate committee that there was no letter of Aug. 
3 from the General Board on file, but tHat there was a 
letter of Aug. 1 on file, which had no bearing on the 
resolution as far as he was able to discern. “I had no 
idea that the letter of Admiral Fiske’s was on file,” said 
Mr. Daniels. As soon as he received the Senate resolu- 
tion requesting information on the letters he communi- 
cated with Admiral Dewey, then head of the General 
Board, who informed him. continued the Secretary, tha 
there was no letter of Ang. 3 on file, except that there 
was a report of the meeting of the General Board, Aug. 
1, 1914, on file. “Admiral Dewey,” added the Secretary, 
“thought it inadvisable to make this report of that meet- 
ing public, and since it was all confidential and con- 
cerned our relationa with friendly powers, I did not 
deem it necessary @ inform the Senate committee.” 


Another Ta of a Disappearing Letter. 


Mr. Hale s2ed a letter written by Admiral 
Knight in 199, while he was head of the War College, 


to the Secr<ary advising the withdrawal of the Fleet 
from Mexican waters and placing the ships in the yards 
for repairs in order to be ready to meet any emergency, 
as Admiral Knight had insisted that it was likely Amer- 
fea might be drawn into the European struggle. That 
letter, said Mr. Daniels, concerned conditions in Europe, 
America’s neutral attitude and the policy of the Admin- 
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istration. It was not an official letter and was written 
to the department following a meeting of Navy officers 
at Newport, R.I., among whom were Admiral Fiske, he 
said. The General Board had taken up the Navy’s policy 
as regarded the Huropean war and was due to hold 
another session in October, 1914. Mr. Hale demanded 
why the Secretary had not informed the Senate com- 
mittee of the General. Board letter of Aug. 1. “Don’t 
you think the Senate should have had the letter, in ac- 
cordance with its resolution?’ questioned Mr. Hale, add- 
ing: “Were you justified in withholding it?’ The Secre- 
tary replied: “I considered it wise to follow Admiral 
Dewey's contention that I was justified in withholding it 
from the Senate.” He added that the ships were with- 
drawn in due time from the Mexican waters. “It was 
not the duty of Admirals Fiske and Knight to tell the 
commander-in-chief what should be done about the ships 
in Mexico,” he continued; “the information I gave the 
Senate at that time was based on the recommendation of 
Admiral Dewey. Admiral Knight’s letter did not pro- 
mulgate any proposition for strengthening the Navy. It 
concerned our international affairs.” P 

“Did you have an interview with Admiral Fiske Nov. 
5, 19147” asked Mr. Hale. The Secretary said that he 
had seen the Admiral on so many occasions that he did 
not remember, adding that Admiral Fiske had always 
discussed or written concerning the “improper organiza- 
tion of the Navy,” and “he wanted to Prussianize it.” 
Mr. Hale handed Admiral Fiske’s letter of Nov. 5, 1914, 
to the Secretary, and the latter said: “This is probably 
one of the fifty-seven varieties I got daily from him.” 
He added: “If Fiske wanted to file this letter he should 
have come to me and requested me to file it. This he 
failed to do. Evidently it was filed with the Chief Clerk 
and I was teft in ignorance of it. I never in my life 
remember seeing this letter.” Mr. Hale returned to the 
Secretary's letter of Aprit 21, 1916, to the Senate com- 
mittee and asked Mr. Daniels why he wrote it. “What I 
said at that time was correct,” he replied. Chairman 
Hale read from letters by Comdr. J. H. Sypher, U.S.N.., 
one time Aid for Matériel, addressed to Admiral Fiske, 
disclosing that Admiral Fiske’s letter of Nov. 5, 1914, 
was supposedly filed in the Navy Department. removed 
from the files and finally returned to the files and 
stamped Sept. 13, 1916, as filed. 

“When the letter (Admiral Fiske’s) came to the de- 
partment,” wrote Commander Sypher, “I handed it to 
Captain Winterhalter, who placed it in his pocket.” 
Following the controversy over the disappearance of 
Admiral Fiske’s letter, Commander Sypher wrote that 
he was in China seas with Captain Winterhalter, then 
Admiral: “I asked Admiral Winterhalter.” continued 
Commander Syphker’s letter, “what he had done with 
the letter, but he never answered me.” 

Secretary Daniels stated that these letters had no 
bearing on the present investigation, but were “preju- 
dicial” and “letters of grievances.” The chairman con- 
tended that the General Board's ‘letter and Admiral 
Fiske’s letter in question concerned the preparedness of 
the Navy. “You were warned by your professional ad- 
visers,” suggested the chairman. “I needed no warning,” 
declared Mr. Daniels, who added that Admiral! Fiske had 
written several hundred letters on reorganization. “He 
wearied me to the point of exhaustion,” concluded Mr. 
Daniels. 

Refuses to Accept Captain Taussig’s Testimony. 


Secretary Daniels in beginning the final day of his 
cross-examination on May 26 declared that there were 
sufficient men to man the active ships in 1914 and 1915. 
Concerning his reasons for not pushing for personnel in- 
crease of 19,000, as advocated by Admiral Fiske, he said 
that in view of the economy of the Congress he centered 
all his power on obtaining from Congress authority to 
construct two battleships. “That was one of the hard- 
est fights of my life,” he commented. Replying to Mr. 
Hale’s question concerning the testimony of Cant. J. K. 
Taussig on the needs of personnel before the war, Secre- 
tary Daniels said that he never went to subordinate ofti- 
cers for these recommendations, but always sought the 
advice of the Chief of Bureau of Navigation. “We had 
ninety per cent. of ofr personnel,” continued Mr. Dan- 
icls, “and I refuse to accept Captain Taussig’s testi- 
mony.” 

In reference to Mr. Hale’s interrogation if the Navy 
was “ready from stem to stern,” the Secretary declared: 
“I anticipated you would ask me that statement, and so 
I prepared a reply for it.” Thereupon the Secretary 
read his reply, stating that the Navy was “ready from 
stem to stern,” and that “this was one of the best state- 
ments I ever made, and one of the truest.” “What do 
you mean by truest?’ questioned the chairman. “One 
of the best,” replied the Secretary. “All my statements 
are true as far as I know.” Mr. Daniels said the Navy 
was not 100 per cent, perfect, but that “if the Navy was 
not ready we could not have done what we did.” We 
contended that no organization has ever been 100 per 
cent. perfect. American admirals have testified that the 
Navy was ready, he said, adding that “the Navy lad 
been made ready from stem to stern to the fullest possi- 
ble extent.” 

Concerning battle and scout cruisers the Secretary 
suggested that he had recommended the building of 
screening ships and that he recently requested the naval 
committees to recommend the building of these cruisers. 
This they have failed to do thus far, added the Secretary. 
If a war develops within the next five years the people 
will demand why the Navy was without these cruisers, 
he continued. Mr. Daniels declared that he has acecom- 
plished his duty in presenting to the naval committees 
the needs of the Service, especially the dire need of 
cruisers for screening purposes. 

Why Joint Board Meetings Were Discontinued. 

Concerning the superiority of the American fleet over 
the German fleet, the Secretary said he would answer 
that question by placing in the record expert statements 
from Admiral Strauss and Captain Leigh on the superi- 
ority of the American Navy and that “we would have 
defeated the German fleet.” Mr. Hale referred to the 
discontinuance of the Army and Navy Joint Board meet- 
ings early in the European war and Mr. Daniels replied 
that Navy officers were requested not to attend sessions 
until after the agitation over a report of a meeting, 
which had leaked out, had subsided. It was a report of 
an international character and tended to involve the 
country with countries which were friendly to America, 
he said. During the war important sessions were held 
by the board and both the Secretary of War and Secre- 
tary of the Navy, as well as Gen. P. C. March, Admiral 
Benson, Captain Pratt and other officers attended, said 
Mr. Daniels. Excellent co-operative results were ob- 
tained from these sessions, he added. Concerning the 
international report reaching the Capitol, the Secretary 
thought it got out through a subterranean passage. 
“Does this ssage still exist?” questioned Senator 
Keyes. The Setary replied, “I cut some off and tor- 
pedoed others.” 

Chairmah Hale presented a copy of a letter he had 
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written to the Secretary several weeks ago requesting 
specific data on the preparedness of every ship in the 
Navy prior to the war, and also data on personnel and 
matériel, especially so far as Fes go of ps was cori- 
cerned. Mr. Hale had ues: the information to be 
in his hands by April 28, 1920, and the Secretary had com- 
plied, said Mr. Hale, who then produced this data from 
the Navy Department, which was compiled in the Office 
of Operations and had been transmitted to Mr. Hale by 
order of the Seeretary with a letter of transmittal from 
Capt. B. F. Hutchison. Thereupon Mr. Hale added that 
he, on his own responsibility, had had compiled in “my 
office a general summary of this data (the Navy Depart- 
ment’s official data).” From this summary he presented 
certain deductions, which Mr. Hale stated were under 
the words “ships fit to fight” and “ships unfit to fight. 


Controversy Over Ships “Unfit to Fight.” 


Senator Pittman and Secretary Daniels filed a protest 
against these classitications and declared that the facts 
contained in the Navy Departmert’s data failed to war- 
rant any such characterization or deduction that “ships 
were untit to fight.” Mr. Daniels bitterly denounced the 
procecdings and asked: “Who compiled this statement 
Is it by an expert?’ Mr. Hale answered that he would 
expunge the words “unfit to fight” from his deductions 
and would insert “matériel not properly. prepared.” 
This summary, “prepared in my office,” said Mr. Hale, 
concerns the state of ships on Feb. 2, 1917, and their 
state on April 6, 1917. 

“I object to the whole statement,’ emphasized the 
Scerctary, who pounded his fist on the table and contin- 
ued: “I insist that if this summary goes ino the record 
that Admiral Josiah McKean, the war. assistant for 
matériel, be recalled and let him give the exp>rt testi- 
mony. If I have any rights I shall demand that Admiral 
McJ\ean be heard on the true stxte- of our ships.” Mr. 
Hale injected that he would recall Admiral McKean 
after the “summary’’ was inserted into the record. Sen- 
ator littman insisted that Admiral McKean be recalled 
immediately because the Admiral was cognizant of the 
true state of the ships. 

Secretary Daniels charged Mr. Hale: “You are mak- 
ing up an entirely new division of the department's data, 
the official data. It is some one’s conclusion. If you, 
Mr. Chairman, are willing to go on the stand and tes- 
ify and submit to cross-examination—’ ‘The Secretary 
was interrupted by the chairman, but he continued: “I 
submit that the chairman be sworn and go on the stand. 
You cannot give evidence, Mr. Chairman, without be 
coming a witness. That statement (summary) must 
not go in until Admiral McKean can be heard again. 
Ji is a false statement. I decline to stand for any such 
characterization of the ships as ‘unfit to fight’ on some 
one’s authority who is unknown. Whenever you qualify 
as a witness and let Admiral MeKean ask you questions 
about this summary I'll permit the statement (sum- 
mary) to be received for the records without protesting. 
I have a right to protest to the American people on this 
sort of statement (summary).” 

The Secretary further denounced the chairman's pro- 
cedure and questioned him: “Did you count the Iowa, 
the Missouri, the Illinois, the Massachusetts in this 
class of ships unfit to fight?’ Mr. Hale said he had 
referred to the Iowa. He was interrupted by the Secre- 
tary, who said: “These ships were scrapped; why the 
unfairness of the*chairman? You bring here a state- 
ment, and I deny your ability, or mine, or any other civil- 
ian, to say what ships are fit or unfit.” 

Senator Pittman asked Mr. Hale how did he get his 
summary. “Tell me about the U.S.S. Arizona?’ ques- 
tioned Senator Pittman. Mr. Hale explained his deduc- 
tions and said the Arizona was unfit to fight vefore the 
declaration of war. Senator Pittman jumped from his 
chair, the Secretary rose from his seat and Scnator 
Vittman stated that he must leave the session. He 
laughed loudly at the statement that the Arizona was 
not fit to fight. 

Secretary Daniels resumed: “If that statement goes in 
it is unfair, Unjust and unfounded. If it goes in it will 
be unjust to the American people. The statement about 
the Arizona is unfounded. Let us send for Admirals 
Mayo and McKean and get the facts. I would not rely 
upon your statement. Admirals Mayo and McKean have 
the facts. I submit that ‘this whole matter be withheld 
until efficient admirals, technical men, can testify on 
this.’ Mr. Hale said that he had changed the wording 
“unfit to fight.’ The Secretary retorted: “But you 
have not changed the substance.” 


Deductions from Department Data. 


Mr. Hale stated that he had reached his deductions 
from the Navy Department data. “I shall denounce as 
long as I live the purpose of this summary,” declared 
the Secretary. “I have a right to make these deduc- 
tions,’ reserved Mr. Hale. “You have,” Mr. Daniels 
said, “but the proper way to do it, and before it has 
been introduced into the record, is to call the experts 
first.” “I shall put it in the record.” Mr. Hale said. 
“Very well,” replied the Secretary, “I shall have an 
avalysis prepared by experts on it. I shall insist on be- 
ing heard before the full Naval Affairs Committee be- 
fore this is published.’ Mr. Hale contended that the 
full committee had nothing to do with this matter. 

“You have a steam roller,” asserted the Secretary, 
when Chairman Hale asked Senator Keyes if he would 
support him in accepting the summary for the record, 
the chairman declaring that he had Senator Ball's per- 
mission to vote for bim on questions. Senator Ball was 
pot present at the hearing. “You can do it,” continued 
the Secretary, “but every man in the Navy will object 
to the statement that the Arizona is unfit to fight.” 
Concerning the Arizona Mr. Hale said that in February, 
1917, this ship needed certain repairs, but did not re- 
quire any in April, 1917. Again Secretary Daniels de- 
manded that “this statement should not go in unless it is 
made under oath. I protest that it shall not go into the 
record unless it is made under oath and a witness is 
called. -I have no doubt as to your authority to accept 
it. But note that in my cross-eyamination, that it goes 
in over my protest.” 

According to this summary, said Mr. Hale, two-thirds 
of the fleet was not ready for “instant matériel service 
for war service abroad,” and that two months were re- 
quired to fit out the ships, on am average. ‘Ten per cent. 
of the fleet, he said, was up to full war complement: 
there was ninety per cent. with less than three-fifths of 
its full war complement.” He added that if his figures 
did not coincide with the department's figures “it is an 
unintentional mistake.” . 

“Your interpretations of the department’s figures,” 
said Secre Daniels, “are not correct and do not meet 
with Admiral McKean’s testimony.” Secretary Daniels 
said he would refer Mr. Hale’s deductions to experts for 
comparison. 

End of Mr. Daniels’s Testimony. 


Beginning the afternoon session on May 
Daniels said that he learned that Captain

the chairman in order, he said, to preserve the exactness 
of the department’s original data. 

In reply to Mr. Hale’s question if he had been cogni- 
gant of instructions to Admiral Sims “not. to let the 
British pull the wool over your eyes,” and that “we would 
fust as soon fight the British as the Germans,” Secre- 
tary Danicls declared that he never had heard anything 
about this until he read it in Admiral Sims's testimony. 

'The retention of the fleet on this side of the Atlantre 
in the early part of the war was due to the advice of 
the Allied naval council, said Mr. Daniels. Chairman 
Elale desired to know “if this was an audacious and bold 
policy.” Mr. Daniels quoted from Admiral Sims’s state- 
ments, declaring that the Admiral has written in his 
whlications that it was best to keep the fleet here ow- 
ng to. conditions abroad. He declared that “we are 
always justified in making preparations for national de- 
fense,” to Mr. Hale's question on preparations for war. 
Mr. Hale questioned the Secretary coucerning the mine 
barrage and Mr. Daniels said that the North Sea bar- 
rage bad directly caused the German naval morale to 
weaken. He cited Sir Eric Geddes’s opinion in O6cto- 
ber, 1918, that the German submarines would sink a 
preponderanee of ships in 1919 or would make the at- 
tempt. Sir Eric expected at that time to see the war 
continuue for another year, said Secretary Daniels, whe 
was illustrating to the chairman that the enemy sub- 
marine had maintained its operations. Not one thing 
was effective against the enemy, he said, but everything 
must be taken together. Mr. Daniels did not remember 





that he had referred in his Anglo-American speech in 
London. May 1, 1919, to Admiral Sims's Guildhall 
speech when the London Times had quoted him (the 


Secretary) as saying this speech and President Taft's 
reprimand had become a badge of honor. He answered 
Mr. Hale's question in this instance that he had spoken 
“very cordially” of Admirals Sims, Rodman and Strauss. 
Questioned by the chairman whether he doubted Admiral 
Sims's ability, the Secretary praised the Admiral as an 
able officer, adding: “When I say he (Sims) lacked 
vision, I do not mean to minimize his work overseas, 
and if I could I wonld not.” 

Concerning his. views on the U.S. Naval Academy, the 
Secretary said that he fully believed in a_ five-year 
course at the institution, adding that “as soon as every 
man whe graduated during the three-year period has 
been at sea for two years I shall take steps to order him 
back to the academy for a year’s study.” 

“Were Admiral Sims’s reeommendations 
asked Mr. Hale. 
consider some of his recommendations unsound,” 
replicd the Secretary. Ulis own policy, he said, was to 
sacrifice everything to overcome Germany during the 
wir. 

‘‘hairman Hlale said that “while this hearing has been 
in progress a naval court of inquiry bas been held con 
eernipg the detachment of Admiral Fleteher from his 
command overseas by Admiral Sims. Mr. Hale desired 
to know if it was possible for the Secretary to inform 
the committee if a report of the findings will be made 
soon, The Secretary said that Admiral Fleteher had 
requested the inquiry te be held, that this officer had 
made his first request during the war when he was re- 
moved, but owing to war operations it was not possible 
to held an inquiry then. Mr. Hale asked if the naval 
inquiry had reported and the Secretary said the mem- 
bers had adjourned avd filed their report with the Judge 
Adveecate General. “It has net come to me as yet,” he 
snicd. In view of the publicity Mr. Hale thought it would

Senat Pittman declared that this court of inquiry 
was not connected with this investigation.

\DOMIBAL SIMS PRESENTS REBUTTAL. 
aus Teatinony Confirms His Testimony. 
Rear Admiral William 8. Sims, U.S.N., president of 


the Naval War College, again appeared before the sub- 
committee on May 27 and presented rebuttal tetsimony 
in unewer particularly to the testimony of Secretary 


Daniels, in regard to the Navy Department administra 
tion in the World War in the early months of hostilities. 
At the conclusion of Admiral Sims's testimony, Chair- 
man Hale expected the investigation to close. 

In presenting his statement in rebuttal Admiral Sims 
emphasized that he desired to make “certain fundamental 
considerations perfectly clear.” He asked the committe« 
for “the climination of extraneous issues,” and declared 
that the Navy Department's witnesses gave “confirma- 
tion of the criticisms which led to this investigation.” 
Admiral Sims charged the department with “delay in 
buiiding new destroyers.” He commented on “the causes 
of unsatisfactory cenditions im the Navy Department,” 
and stressed this in connection with the “faulty organiza- 
tion of the department.” The Admiral devoted a por- 
tion of his statement to an analysis of the testimony of 
the Secretary. charging that the Secretary had intro- 
duced material which “had ne bearing on the questions 
before this committee.” Submitting a preliminary state- 
ment, Admiral Sims said : 

You heve heard a long series of witnesses who have test!- 
fied as to the activities of the Navy and of the Navy Depart 
ment during the war. You have listened to a long statement 
from the responsible head of the Navy Department, remarkable 
alike for its mistakes and misinterpretations, and for its 
unrestrained assaelt upon my services during the war, upen 
my motives, and upen my ability and credibility as an officer. 
Betore proceeding any further | wish to state very clearly, 
and once for all, that in all of the comments that I shall have

Never Reflected on Services of Officers. 


in presenting his summary of the testimony the Ad- 
miral said: 

The testimony has im almost every case completely borne 
out the conclusions of my letter of Jan, 7, 2920, and the 
summary of my testimony before this committee im March. 
Nearly all the Department's witnesses have presented doce 
ments and made statements of opinion with regard to the 
achievements of the Navy in the war. Your attention has 
been called repeatedly to the faithful and efficient service per- 
formed by many officers, both previous to April 6, 1917, in an 
endeavor to prepare the Navy for war; and, after that date, 
to conduct the war efficiently and successfully. The imevitable 
mference from this testimony is that I have not only failed to 
recognize these services, but have cast aspersions on them, 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. At no plece in my 
testimony and at no time have I in the slightest degree re- 
flected upon these services. On the contrary in my testimony, 
in my public statements, and im articles recently published, I 
have expressed the full measure of my admiration and appre- 
ciation of the magnificent achievements of the American Navy 
in the war, in spite of the handicap under which it worked. 

The department testimony, said Admiral Sims, “has 
revealed a condition even more distressing than I could 
have imagined, and even constitutes a much severer crit- 
icism of the deplorable conditions in the Navy Depart- 
ment previous to, and during the early months of, the 
war than any evidence which I myself have presented. 
They have shown that the department failed to prepare 
for war, and in many cases resisted the adoption of plans 
and measures which would have made possible an imme- 
diate and effective entrance into the war. These wit- 
nesses have also disclosed the full measure of the hesita- 
tion and delays and the disregard of military principles 
by the department im the early months of the war. The 
necessity for a reorganization of the Navy Department,” 
Admiral Sims said, “was tacitly recognized by practically 
all of the department's witnesses.” He continued: 

There was an almost unanimous agreement in their ex- 
pressions as to the necessity for a reorganization of the De- 
partment so as to make a military erganization able success- 
fully to prepare for and conduct war operations. The officers 
most closely connected with the Department's organization 
during the war were those who have testified most strongly 
with regard to the need for this reorganization. - Further 
comment seems superfluous. 


Faults of Organization and Policy. 


Concerning the “causes for the conditions browght to 
ght.” Admiral Sims added: 
The Department witnesses, testifying with regard toe the 


responsibility for the conditions which have been brought to 
light, are im general agreement that these are due primarily to 
three causes: First, the faulty organization of the Navy De 
partment; secondly, the policy governing the Department's 
action previous to eur entrance inte the war and during the 
early months thereof; thirdly, the foilure of the responsible 
head of the Department to take the action required, beth 
before and after the outbreak of war, to meet the urgency of 
the situation, to prepare the Navy for war, and to strike at 
onee on the fighting fronts with all available forces. I propose 
to take up each ef these five points, and by extracts from the 
testimony presented by the leading officers who served in the 
Neve Depertment.daring the war, and who were called _ by 


this committee at the request of the Secretary, to show how 
little disagreement there is as to the essential facts at issue 
whatever may be the Department's imterpretation of these 


ts or whatever its exeuses may be for failure to take the 
correct military action. * : 

I wish then to take up the points raised by the Secretary 
ow by the testimony of the witnesses called at his in 
tance that in each essential case the Secretary's conclusions 
based upon mistakes of facts, unsound military reasoning 
or misinterpretations of naval matters 

Admiral Sims then quoted from the testimony of Ad- 
mirais Benson, McKean. Fletcher, Niblack, Rodman. 
Wilson and Captain Pratt. He characterized the charge 
that he had belittled the Navy's war service as an “un-

founded imputation,” adding: “I find it difficult to un 
derstand how any person can find justification for the 
nsinvations that have been made, to the effect that I 


have belittlhd the Navy's efforts in the war, misrepre- 
sented its achievements and failed to recognize the value 
of its services.” He stated that it was important to 
learn from experience and profit by past errors, and in 
this connection Admiral Sims said: 

To my mind any public official is failing in his trust if he 
attempts, for personal or other motives, to deny or conceal 
errors and mistakes which may bave a serieus bearing on our 
future safety In my opinion it the obvious duty of an 
officer, and an obligation which he owes to his Service and his 
country, te imvite the attention ef his superiors to these 
mistakes and errors in past operations which, if passed un 
noticed, might prove disastrous in future. A disease cannot 
be cured by ignoring it. Past mistakes, like diseases, are 
unpleasant things to contemplate. Success in war 
dees not prove that no errors were made by victors

Part Played by Operations. 


Concerning the part played by the Office of Operations 
in the conduct of the war, Admiral Sims said: 


\dmiral Benson was created the first Chief of Operations 
Under his direetion and guidance an earnest and sincere en- 
deavoer was made to keep the Navy in a condition of readiness 
for war with the means and within the limitations previded 
by the Secretary of the Navy, by circumstances, and by Con- 
gressional appropriations. ... The «mitations of the 
activities of the Office of ations had made it impossibie. 
however, to obtain the maximum of efficiency. The Chief of 
Operations was given no authority over the bureaus, even in 
matters concerning preparation for war. He was not given 
the responsibility of ing plans for war, and the General 
Board continued still, practically speaking, to be the only 
part of the Navy Department which concerned itself te any 
great degree with war plans. . . . Too much cannot be 
said in praise of the efficiency and devotion with which the 
officers who served in the Department as a rule discharged the 
duties assigned to them. 

The Navy entered the war without definite plans to 
meet existing war conditions, Admiral Sims charged, 
adding that the department failed to take “effective ac- 
tion after the breach of relations in February, 1917.” 
Referring to plans the Admiral said that “private mem- 
oranda of individual officers were the only war s 
prepared in the department. The action rndivedent

Sf the depertment” He a@fed that “the more Porn 
the situation as it was in 1917 the more I am amazed 
at the extent of the achievements which the Navy accom- 


The fact that the Navy was able to do as well 
undoubtedly due to the efficient and un- 
sparing efforts of these officers in the department.

The department hesitated and used dilatory meth«is 
im the early months of the war, Admiral Sims said, and 
the department's delays were due to grave military er- 
rors. He contrasted the “bold war policy of the Presi- 
dent and the timid and hesitant imaction of the Navy 

partment’s, and charged that the “department violated 
principles laid down by the President,” in his speech on 
the U.S.8. Pennsylvania and his telegram to the Ad 
miral, July 4, 1927. 

“In other words,” continued the Admiral. “the situs 
tion which confronted the department in 1917 was not 
that of safety first for American interests, or of dete: 
mining how the United States Navy might ultimat.!

NAVAL RESERVE FLYING CORPS TRAINING 

Admiral R. E. Coontz, U.S.N., Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations, has approved a plan of the Bureau of Navigation 
which will allow qualified aviators of the Naval Reserve 
Flying Corps to indulge im flying for two weeks during 
the coming summer. The schedule provided for four sta- 
tions, which will ¢'ve sixty aviators practice in heavier- 
than-air and tv: aty practice in lighter-than-air craft 
every two wee! :. The training is to be given in the dis- 
cretion of the -ommanding officers at the stations located 
at Rockaway Beach, L.I., Hampton Roads, Va., Pensa- 
cola, Fla., and San Diego, Calif.. so as not to interfere 
with the regular operations of these stations. Because of 
the shortage of personnel at these stations, the quantity 
of flying experience will be problematical and the ae- 
commodation ef the small nuwbers of Reserve officers 
will be the best that is available. The schedule is for 
the exercise of qualified fliers'’only, for no provisions can 
be made for the training of unqualified members of the 
Naval Reserve Flying Corps at this time. Each of the 
stations will accommodate fifteen im heavier-than-air and 
five in lighter-than-air craft spe Aang weeks. The train- 
ing will begin July 1, and the who apply for ac- 
tive duty for this training will be assigned as follows:

Claims for Navy Arrears of Pay and Allowancca. 


fhe Auditer for the Navy Department has requested 
that the instruc tions issued by the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts relative to settlement of claims for arrears 
of pay be withdrawn. In view of this request supply 
officers will no longer make settlement of any claim, but 
each claim will be sent direct to the Auditor for the 
Navy Department with the required certificate that pay- 
ment has not been and will not be made. “These instruc- 
tions,” says Paymaster General Samuel McGowan, “do 
not preclude the making of claims in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 4888, Naval Instructions, when- 
ever cases come directly under the provisions of this 
article. 

USB. Tennessee in Commission June 3.

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‘SENATE PASSES ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 13587), carrying 
a total of $418,919,141, of which $40,245,000 is for the 
Air Service, was passed by the Senate on May 25, with 
a number of amendments in addition to those recom- 
mended to the Senate by its Military Committee in its 
report of May 14, heretofore noted. 


Navy Control Clause Killed. 

The clause in the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 
18587) which attacked Army and Navy aircraft policy 
as approved by the Joint Board and the Secretaries of 
War and the Navy, reference to which was made in our 
issue of May 22, page 1177, was climinated from the 
dill on motion of Senator Lodge after two hours of de- 
bate in the Senate on May 24. The Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs gave the weight of its support in the fight 
to retain the clause expanded with an amendment of- 
fered by Chairman Wadsworth of the committee, add- 
ing the proviso giving the Navy control of all aerial op- 
erations attached to a fleet, “including shore stations 
whose maintenance is necessary for operations connected 
with the fleet, for construction and experimentation, and 
for the training of personnel.” Senator Wadsworth 
stgted that he had written this amendment in conference 
with Capt. C. C. Craven, U.S.N., director of Naval 
Aviation, and that “he (Captain Craven) almost guided 
my pencil as I wrote it.” This attempt to legislate the 
aviation policy of the Army and Navy will come up in 
the conference on the Army Appropriation bill, but it is 
believed that the clause has been effectually killed, be- 
cause the Senate Committee on Military Affairs is in 
duty bound to uphold the action of the Senate. In any 
event, if the conference attempts to effect a compromise 
the whole question must go back to the floor of the Sen- 
ate. Incidents of the debate on the clause indicated 
that its insertion in the Army Appropriation bill was 
made with the intention of making the provision the en- 
tering wedge in the campaign to separate aviation from 
the military and naval establishments and create a united 
air service patterned on the British model. 


Retired Army Officers Denied Commutation. 


On Senator Warren’s point of order, May 25, an 
amendment to the Army Appropriation bill was lost 
which proposed that Army officers on the retired list 
“shall be allowed seventy-five per cent. of the rate pre- 
scribed by law as representing the money equiralent of 
the authorized allowance for quarters for officers of their 
rank.” Senator Warren took the ground that the mat- 
ter is no part of the law at present, that it had not been 
conside by the committee, and therefore should not 
go in the bill. He expressed, however, a willingness to 
support such a measure if it came up in the way of leg- 
islation. The approaching recess will p prevent 
action on such legislation in the immediate future, but 
in justice to the retired officers, if by any legislative 
process the allowances for retired officers can be granted 
now, it should be done. Officers on the retired list are 
in truth as much in need of pay relief as active officers. 
They are placed on the retired list either because of 
age—making it almost impossible for them to engage in 
lucrative work—or because of physical disability, which, 
in a vast majority of cases, keeps them from actively 
engaging in business to augment their retired pay. At 
the time the law was passed giving retired officers three- 
quarters of the pay of their rank on the active list there 
were no commutation of quarters allowances for active 
officers, such as were later provided in the act of March 
2, 1907. This provides “that at places where there are 
no public quarters commutation therefor may. be paid 
by the Pay Department to the officers entitled to the 
same at a rate not exceeding $12 per month per room.” 
It having been held that allowances are not pay—al- 
though they clearly constitute compensation—retired 
officers have not been allowed to receive three-quarters 
of the allowances they were in receipt of while on the 
active list. Equity demands that retired officers receive 
three-quarters of the total compensation of officers of 
their rank on the active list. 


The Principal Senate Amendments. 


As the bill now goes to conference, besides its increases 
of $42,153,317 over the House appropriations, the fol- 
lowing provisions of law placed in the bill by the Senate 
will require consideration : 

The President is authorized to retain temporarily in 
service, under their present commissions, or to discharge 
and recommission temporarily in lower grades, such 
emergency officers as i.e may deem necessary; but the 
total number of officers on active duty, exclusive of re- 
tired officers and disabled emergency officers undergoing 
treatment for physical reconstruction, shall at no time 
exceed 17,000. Any emergency officer may be discharged 
when his services are no longer yequired, and all such 
officers shall be discharged not iater than Dec. 31, 1920. 
All officers of the Regular Army holding commissions 
granted for the period of the existing emergency, in what- 
ever grade, shall be discharged therefrom not later than 
June 30, 1920. Senate discussion of this provision ap- 
pears elsewhere under the heading of “Continuing Army 
Officer Personnel.” 

To correct an inadvertent omission of provision for the 
warrant officers of the Mine Planter Service in the Pay 
Increase bill of May 18, the Senate provides “That war- 
rant officers of the Army Mine Planter Service shall] re- 
ceive the same pay and increases as now are or here- 
after may be prescribed for warrant officers in the Navy.” 

Authority is granted the Secretary of War to sell or 
otherwise dispose of, in accordance with law and regula- 
tions, the U.S. Army transports Sherman, Sheridan, 
Thomas, Logan, Buford, Kilpatrick, Crook and Warren; 
and $2,400,000 of the sum derived from such sale may be 
used for the purpove of reimbursing the U.S. Shipping 
Board for necessary improvements and alterations to the 
twelve transports now being constructed by the Shipping 
Board for the use of the War Department, as permanent 
transports to neptaee the afore-mentioned Army trans- 
ports of which the sale is authorized herein. It is pro- 
vided that if sold to citizens of the United States such 
vessels may engage in the coastwise trade so long as they 
remain wholly the property of citizens of the United 
States. 

Authorizing the Secretary of War, in his discretion, to 
sell to any state or foreign government with which the 
United States is at peace, upon such terms as he may 
deem expedient, any matériel, supplies or equipment per- 
taining to the Military Establishment as is, or may here- 
after be found to be surplus, which is not needed for 
military purposes and for which there is no adequate 
domestic market. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to sell the Howitzer 


Plant at Eric, Pa., and to use not to exceed $950,000 of 
the proceeds for erection at Watervliet, N.Y., of a plant 
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for machining and assembling medium caliber types of 

field Gannon, and to remove-to Watervliet Arsenal the 

— and equipuient “mow at the Erie Howitzer 
ant. 

For the creation of an ammunition arsenal at Aber- 
deen, Md., $5,500,000 is authorized to be e by the 
Secretary of War, the funds to be derived from the sale 
of such parts of the Government plants, surplus supplies 
and equipment, except land at lytown, Pa., Amatol, 
N.J., and Jacksonville, Tenn., as are not required; the 
money thus obtained to be immediately available and to 
continue available until expended. 

Unexpended balances of Sélective Service funds may 
be used for clerical help required to furnish to the adju- 
tants general of the several states statements of military 
service of persons from those states. 

In the joint discretion of the Secretary of War and 
the chairman of the Shipping Board, and when space is 
available, civilian passengers and shipments of commer- 
cial cargo may be transported on Army transports at 
rates not less than those charged by commercial steam- 
ship companies, between the same ports, for the same 
class of accommodations, the receipts from which shall 
be covered into the Treasury of the U.S. 

The President is authorized, in the name of the Con- 
gress and people of the United States to present to the 
city of Verdun, France, the Congressional Medal of 
Honor as a mark of America’s appreciation of the valor 
of its defenders. 

The suit of citizens’ outer clothing, to be issued to each 
soldier discharged otherwise than honorably, may cost 
not exceeding (House voted $25). 

Hereafter when, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War, accommodations are available, transportation on 
Army transports may be provided for the members and 
employees of the Porto Rican government and their fami- 
lies without expense to the United States. 

The various supply appropriations are to be disbursed 
and accounted for as “General Appropriations, Q.M. 
Corps,” and for that purpose shall constitute one fund. 

The Senate strikes out the House provisions that net 
to exceed the following sums may be used in erection and 
completion of buildings enumerated at Fort Leaven- 
worth: $404,256 for motor training school building; 
$600,000 for officers’ and non-commissioned officers’ quar- 
ters. It also strikes out a House authorization for re- 
appropriating certain military post exchange balances 
and making $78,000 thereof available for a Liberty 
theater at Camp Knox. 

Signal service books, papers and maps may be sup- 
plied to the Signal Corps School, Camp Alfred Vail, 
N.J., out of the Signal Service appropriation. 

Bolling Field, on reclaimed land in the District of 
Columbia, is set aside as a military reservation for avia- 
tion purposes. 


+ Chapman Field, near Miami, Fla., is transferred to 


and placed under control and jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department for use of the naval service. 

» Secretary of War is authorized and directed to 
convey to the state of New Hampshire the title which 
the Federal Government now holds in the “Gun House 
Property,” so-called, in the city of Portsmouth, N.H. 

The Secretary of War is authorized and directed to 
transfer to the Secretary of the Treasury, for use of 
Public Health Service, the military reservation of Whip- 
ple Barracks, Ariz., now occupied by said service for 
hospital purposes. : 

Commutation of traveling expenses for civilian rifle 
teams attending the National Matches and for members 
of the R.O.T.C. attending summer camps is fixed at five 
cents a mile, and in the case of the R.O.T.C. the Seere- 
tary of War may, in his discretion and under such regu- 
lations as he may prescribe, permit such institutions to 
furnish their own uniforms and receive as commutation 
therefor the sum allotted by the Secretary of War to such 
institutions for uniforms. 

Raising the House appropriation for Vocational Train- 
ing from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000, the Senate would al- 
low the proceeds of sa of vocational training farm 
products to be expended for supplies for instruction of 
soldiers in agriculture and animal husbandry. 

The services of skilled draftsmen, civil engineers, and 
such other services as the Secretary of War may deem 
necessary, may be employed only in the Office of the 
Chief of Engineers to carry into effect the various ap- 
propriations for “Engineer equipment of troops,” “Engi- 
neer operations in the field,” and other military appro- 
priations, to be paid from such appropriations. The ex- 
penditures on this account for the fiseal year 1921 shall 
not exceed $175,000. 

Hereafter honorably discharged officers and enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps who are being 
eared for and are receiving medical treatment from the 
Public Health Service shall, while undergoing such care 
and treatment, be permitted to purchase subsistence 
stores and articles of other authorized supplies, except 
articles of the uniform, from the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps at the same price as charged the officers and en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

The act of Feb. 10, 1920, relating to loan of rifles to 
posts of the American Legion, is amended to authorize 
the Secretary of War to loan obsolete or condemned 
Army rifles, slings and cartridge belts to posts of the 
American Legion for use by them in connection with 
funeral ceremonies of deceased soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines, and for other post ceremonial purposes; and to sell 
to such posts blank ammunition for said rifles at cost 
price, plus cost of packing and transportation. Not to 
exceed ten such rifles shall be issued to any one post. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to pay to 
Blanche Winters, widow of Charles F. Winters, of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., $15,000 as compensation and relief for the 
loss, by death, on Jan. 11, 1918, at Camp Funston, Kas., 
of her husband, Charles F. Winters, who, while engaged 
in discharge of his duty, in conducting the camp bank at 
Camp Funston, and in protecting funds of the Govern- 
ment and of the soldiers of the Army, was killed by

Increased Allotment in Army Appropriation B 





While the Army Appropriation bill was under discus

tor Wadsworth as to why the appropriation for t Nir 
Service was raised from $27,000,000 to $40,000,000, Sop.

testimony the Senate Committee on Military Affairs

June 30, 1920, more than $36,000,000 for the aviation 
branch of the Army. Notwithstanding this large appro- 
priation there seem to be no results or any sort of a 
record of achievement. Millions were expended and not 
a machine constructed. When the war ended there w: 


I am advised, supplies, machinery and so forth on hand 


and under the control of the aviation branch of the War 
Department worth hundreds of millions of dollars. Mil 
lions were expended during the war for the construction 
of machines and to acquire machinery factories and other

construction instrumentalities. 
pendous appropriations made during the war and 
large appropriations made to the War Department for 
aviation purposes after the war we are advised that the 
Aviation Section is practically broken down ad that 
there are but few machines suitable or available for th: 
Service. It seems incredible that this great organiza 
tion created during the war should be disintegrated and 
that the millions which it expended should have brought 
no results. It would seem that there has been great 
waste and extravagance in the administration of the 
funds and in expending the appropriations made. I am 
afraid that there have been too many officers in the Ser- 
vice, too many employees, too many alleged experts, too 
many persors who absorbed the funds appropriated but 
produced no results. If ten or fifteen millions of dollars 
had been placed with some competent business organiza 
tion I believe it would have produced a number of ma 
chines suitable for the Air Service. And yet, with an 
appropriation many times that amount since the war 
there are still no machines. 7.1% 

“I believe that an examination of the records of the 
War Department will furnish convincing proof that the 
overhead expenses if I may be permitted to use sucli a 
phrase, of the department are too great and the returns 
much too small for the huge sums invested. Thirty-six 
to forty millions of dollars seems smal! as those figures 
are measured by the more than one billion appropriated 
for the Air Service during the war, but in these days 
peace that amount should bring results. The trou 
with too many officials of the Government is that they 
talk in hundreds of millions of dollars instead of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. They feel that unless 
they have millions nothing can be done. I am afraid 
that there is an indifference upon the part of public ofli- 
cials to the value of money. There is not that conserv*- 
tion and economy that should exist. If thirty-six mil- 
lions produced no machines, it is a question in arithme- 
tic to determine how much money will be required to 
produce one machine. It was expected that the large 
sum of money appropriated for the current fiscal year 
would have brought some results. It is regrettable that 
it seems to have brought only ruin. The record sub- 
mitted is not a very creditable one, and unless there is 
prompt and radical change it would seem the part of 
wisdom to take away from the War Department any 
duty whatever of providing aircraft. If the millions ap- 
propriated are to be expended in overhead charges and 
otherwise it would be far better to select other agency

J. C. aske: I was discharged for reenlistment at San Fran- 
cisco, Sept. 30, 1919; re-enlisted for one year and got special 
assignment to Fort DuPont. Will 1 be entitled to travel pay at 
five cents per mile to place of re-enlistment at the end of year! 
Answer: If you did not receive or had not earned travel pay at 
time of re-enlistment, and your present one-year term fills out a 
complete enlistment, your travel pay would be to place of orig- 
inal enlistment or to your bona-tide home, 

B. L. B. and others —The National Defense Act of June 3, 
1916, which in Sec. 27 instituted a new method of computation 
ot enlistment periods, provided that “ im all enlistments here- 
after accomplished under the provisions of this act [that is, in 
enlistments begun on or after Nov. 1, 1916] three years shall be 
counted as an enlistment period in computing continuous service 
pay.”’ It has been incorrectly stated that this act had the effect 
of nullifying the re-enlistment bonus provisions of the Act of 
May 11, 1908, in so far as they may apply to enlistments begun 

What the National Defense Act enlist 
ment provisions did terminate was the counting 15 a complete 
term of enlistment one from which discharge was granted for 
convenience of Government for purpose of re-enlistment when 
the term had been but half served.

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ENTERTAINMENT OF ARMY TRANSPORT CREWS. 

The crew of the transport Princess Matoika, which 
arrived in New York from Antwerp on May 23, were the 
first civilian seamen to benefit under the new policy in- 
augurated by the Commanding General, American Forces 
in Germany, for the more extensive entertainment of 
crews in the Army Transport Service while on shore 
leave. Under the Articles of War, transport crews are a 
part of the Army, and they therefore enjoy privileges not 
accorded to other seamen while in Antwerp. A recreation 
center, with boxing ring, moving pictures and similar 
features, is provided for their exclusive use by the 
Y.M.C.A., and the recreational service of the Army gen- 
erally is at their disposal while in the port of supply for 
the forces in Germany. In addition to this, transporta- 
tion will hereafter be provided for such seamen who wish 
to visit Coblenz and other occupied territory along the 
Rhiné in Germany. The overseas Y.M.C.A. will also or 
ganize individual sightseeing trips to the battlefields of 
northern France and Belgium, including Liege, Malins, 
Ypres, and such other points as may be covered in the 
time available. While without funds to finance such 
trips, the Y.M.C.A. will lend all necessary aid in plan- 
ning itineraries and securing accommodations, serving in 
short as a tourist agency. Masters of all Army trans- 
ports have been directed to grant the maximum liberty 
practicable while in port overseas. Upon arrival at Ant- 
werp, masters are furnished with complete information 
as to length of stay in port, number of winches to be run 
in discharging, coaling and ballasting, etc., so that liberal 
shore leave may be granted crews. The overseas Army 
headquarters has also announced that it will make every 
endeavor to assist crews of transports in purchasing 
tickets for the Olympic games to be staged in Antwerp 
this summer.

GerRMAN GOVERNMENT Is PAYING For A.F. In G. 

Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., commanding the 
American Forces in Germany, with headquarters at Cob- 
lenz, is quoted in a dispatch to the Chicago Tribune as 
having on May 22, in an interview, contradicted the 
statement made by Congressman Kahn some months ago 
that the United States would have to withdraw its troops 
from Germany because the German government was not 
paying for their maintenance, as it is obligated to do, an 
assertion which has since frequently been a subject of 
comment in the European press. General Allen said: 
“Germany is paying all we want for maintenance of the 
Ameriean forces on the Rhine. If it has not paid all 
due, it is because of our business methods in looking 
after the interests of Uncle Sam, and not its fault. We 
don’t want our vaults filled up with marks. We accumu- 
lated a tremendous amount from the sale of the Army 
stock of surplus supplies. At one time we had more than 
300,000,000 marks. We could not afford to turn them 
into franes and dollars, so we have been using them to 
keep up the Army as the only logical business proposi- 
tion. At such times as we have asked Germany for 
money she has paid readily and willingly. We have no 
reason to believe Germany would be unwilling to pay all 
if we demanded it.”” The General said the situation in 
the British and French armies on the Rhine was proba- 
bly not the same because they had not accumulated a 
surplus of marks by such sales. “The statement that 
Germany is not maintaining the American forces is true 
so far as it goes, but it is quickly disposed of when the 
facts are understood,” he is quoted as saying.

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THe Pawaiprine Scout OFrricers. 

Of the Philippine Scout officers the Manila Cable- 
news-American says: “To the layman there has never 
been a moment when there was even the shred of a rea- 
son why the officers of the Philippine Scouts should not 
have had open to them the road to promotion for merit, 
to any rank in the Army. That such has not been the 
ease heretofore has been due more than anything else to 
the remoteness of their sphere of action from the desks 
of the War Department. Owing to the nature of the 
service they have rendered, the field of their operations 
has been a sort of a ‘country God forgot.’ They have 
had no one at court to urge their claims, The historg of 
the Army in the Philippines contains the record of no 
more commendable and useful service than that rendered 
by the officers of the Philippine Scouts. Much of the 
most valuable part of that service has consisted of acts 
adjunctive to the civil authorities and has been rendered 
under the most trying and exacting circumstances, 
whether they have been called upon to hunt down out- 
laws; to maintain a quarantine against rinderpest; or 
to wage a fight against an epidemic of cholera, these offi- 
cers and the men under their command have never failed 
to render worthy and efficient service to the flag and the 
civilian population in whose behalf they have acted. Nor 
did these scout officers fail when the time came for them 
to do their bit on the battlefields of France and in purely 
military service elsewhere. A large number of the old- 
time seout officers gave a good account of themselves in 
the National Army.”

The U.S. Civil Service Commission announces that on 
June 9 and 10 an examination will be held throughout 
the United States to fill positions of examiner under the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, at entrance salaries 
ranging from $3,000 to $5,000 a year, and that the ex- 
amination will be open only to persons entitled to prefer- 
ence because of military or naval service. Other per 
sons, as well as Service men, had an opportunity to com- 
pete for these positions in March. Applicants must have 
had four years’ high school course or equivalent. They 
must have been admitted to the bar and have had at 
least two years’ actual experience in legal work; or 
three years with a public service commission, or with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, or in other respon- 
sible legal or traffic position. Full information and ap- 
plication blanks may be obtained from the Civil Service 
Commission, Washington, D.C., or from its representa- 
tive at the post office or custom house in any city.
